BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


At the Board’s organizational meeting on April 12, 
1971, following the Annual Town Election, Sumner 
Z. Kaplan was elected Chairman. Other Board 
members are Robert C. Cochrane, Jr., Herbert 


_ Abrams, Eleanor Myerson, and Haskell Kassler. 
Richard T. Leary was reappointed to serve as 


Executive Secretary of the Board for the ensuing 
year. 


This year’s Annual Report of the Town of Brookline 


_ is designed to help interested citizens understand 
and evaluate the standard of performance rendered 
and to apprise residents of progress made by their 


community during the past year. The general for- 
mat of the Report has been revised considerably in 
order to present pertinent information and data on 
the broad spectrum of Town activities in a more 


_ attractive, concise and readable form without bur- 


dening the reader with myriad statistical tables and 
other repetitive material which does little to facili- 


_ tate a meaningful appreciation of the community’s 


primary responsibilities and concerns. A secondary 


_ benefit is the rather significant reduction in the 
_ cost of printing the Annual Report and distributing 
copies of the Selectmen’s and Executive Secre- 


tary’s portions thereof throughout the community. 
Part Il of the Annual Report, which includes the 
1971 Official Town Records and the various sched- 


_ules of departmental accounts maintained by the 
_ Town Comptroller, has been made available to all 
_ Town Meeting Members, members of the Advisory 


Committee and the several boards, committees, 
and commissions, and department heads; other 
persons interested in perusing these documents 


_ may obtain copies by contacting the office of either 
_ the Town Clerk or the Board of Selectmen or by 
_ inquiring at the Main Library or any of its branches. 


| The Annual Report of the Selectmen has also been 


altered somewhat this year so as to place greater 
emphasis on the Board’s programs, goals and pri- 
orities for the coming year while also presenting a 
progress report on those projects and issues which 


_ were of major importance during 1971. The details 


of departmental activities will not be summarized 
here as it is felt that they are covered quite ade- 
quately in each agency’s section of this overall 
Town Report. Rather, we will attempt to focus at- 


_ tention on those overriding considerations of a poli- 


cy nature which seem to confront the Board these 
days on acontinuing basis. 


Fiscal Priorities 


A primary objective of your Board of Selectmen 
during the past year has been the application of 
sound financial programming to the conduct of the 
Town’s business affairs. Stringent operating bud- 
get guidelines for 1972 were again imposed on all 
departments under the jurisdiction of the Select- 
men and are mainly responsible for the fact that, 
despite the effective 8% general salary increase 
which was granted to Town employees last year, 
the annual operating budgets of the non-school 
departments, exclusive of fixed costs, rose only 
3.7% over 1971 appropriation levels. Details con- 
cerning the 1972 budget preparation process are 
reported in full in the annual report of the Executive 
Secretary. Budget hearings were conducted much 
earlier than usual this year and for the first time 
these hearings were opened to the public in the 
interest of encouraging greater citizen participation 
in the budget review process. 


It will be recalled that last year, after discussion 
with the Planning Board and because of the im- 
pact of increased municipal costs and taxes, the 
Board of Selectmen for the first time established 
fiscal limits for the six-year capital improvements 
program. The cost of the projects ultimately recom- 
mended by the Planning Board and accepted by the 
Board of Selectmen for inclusion in last year’s CIP 
totalled $21.3 million or $3 million above the origi- 
nal fiscal limit. This amount was further increased 
to $22.7 million by the end of 1971 when firm con- 
struction cost figures in connection with the Pierce 
School-Underground Garage, Lawrence School, 
and the Main Library were ascertained. In view 
of the rapid escalation in CIP project costs last year 
and the resultant increase in the Town’s debt serv- 
ice commitment, the Selectmen, earlier this year, 
fixed $16 million as the tentative net limitation for 
projects to be implemented during the period 1972- 
1977. In this regard, it should be noted that the 
Town’s appropriation for debt service will rise to 
$2,562,982 in 1972 as against $1,351,267 in 1971 — 
which represents an increase of $2.72 in the tax 
rate. 


In setting the final fiscal limit for the 1972-1977 
capital improvements program, the Selectmen will 
take into account new legislation under which the 
Town can expect to receive additional State aid for 
school construction, alterations, remodeling, etc. 


Board of Selectmen in Public Session 


— an additional major school project will be in- 
cluded in the upcoming CIP as a result of this 
change in the State aid formula. 


Legal Services 


A major change in the manner in which the Town 
provides legal services was effected in 1971 in the 
belief that the former practice of employing part- 
time Town Counsel and a part-time Assistant Town 
Counsel did not represent the most effective and 
economical method of providing capable and ex- 
perienced legal services to the Town and its de- 
partments, boards and commissions. The Select- 
men concluded that this important municipal func- 
tion should be handled by a law firm with expertise 
in all facets of municipal law. 


Several law firms were interviewed. After careful 
consideration and evaluation, the firm of Tyler & 
Reynolds was selected. Under this new arrange- 
ment, which went into effect on July 1, 1971, David 
M. Roseman, Esq., the firm’s principal representa- 
tive in Brookline, serves as general counsel to the 
Board of Selectmen and other officials, boards and 
commissions. Mr. Roseman is supported by several 
other members of the firm who possess specialized 
knowledge in the various areas of municipal law, 
e.g., eminent domain proceedings, code enforce- 
ment prosecutions, major rent control litigation, 


Appellate Tax Board matters, defense of suits, 
actions and claims against the Town and its em- 
ployees, and a wide variety of other matters. 


The Selectmen are pleased to report that the tran- 
sition to this new method of providing complete 
legal representation was effected smoothly during 
the summer months and the Town’s experience to 
date has been favorable. It is expected that 
the practice of having a law firm handle the Town’s 
legal services on a comprehensive basis will as- 
sure a more centralized and cohesive approach to 
this area of municipal activity which has been ex- 
panding and changing rapidly in recent years, and 
may, in the final analysis, reduce legal costs. 


Organization and Structure 


The Selectmen have become increasingly con- 
cerned with the number of departments, boards 
and committees that require periodic attention and 
believe that further consolidations must be sought 
soon in the interest of orderly administration and 
efficient conduct of municipal services. In this 
connection, a major effort was made at the October, 
1971 Special Town Meeting to secure authorization 
for the filing of legislation providing for the estab- 
lishment of a Public Safety Commission which 
would make both the Police and Fire Departments 
responsible to a single authority, resulting in uni- 


| 
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form policies for the two departments and in co- 
ordination of certain aspects of the work of both 
departments where this was deemed advisable. 
It was felt a commission could give more detailed 
attention than the Board of Selectmen to the pub- 
lic safety departments and a positive by-product 
would be the removal of Police Department admin- 
istrative matters, including disciplinary hearings, 
from the Board of Selectmen. However, Town Meet- 
ing did not take affirmative action on this proposal, 
which had also been recommended by the Com- 
mittee on Town Organization and Structure and the 
Protective Services Study Committee, and the mat- 
ter was referred back to the Board of Selectmen 
for further study. 


A second area where it is felt substantial benefits 
could be realized through the welding of separate 
and independent departments into effective and 
coordinated working divisions is the Town’s code 
inspection and enforcement function where a great 
deal of overlapping and duplication presently ex- 
ists. The experience gained in the execution of the 
two comprehensive Federally-assisted neighbor- 
hood improvement programs has been most help- 
ful in terms of the development of new inspectional 
methods and procedures which could be easily 
adapted to the operations of those Town agencies 
with continuing responsibilities in the code en- 
forcement field or to a centralized department if 
such a step is deemed feasible. The Committee on 
Town Organization and Structure, at the request of 
the Selectmen, is currently studying the possibility 
of effecting administrative and organizational 
changes in this area and the Board awaits the re- 
sults of the Committee’s survey and evaluation 
with great interest. 


MASS TRANSPORTATION 


The Town was very actively engaged during 1971 
in the regional effort to formulate an integrated 
transportation system for the metropolitan area 
within Route 128. Of particular concern to the 
Board of Selectmen was any further consideration 
of the Inner Belt as well as major arterial and mass 
transit improvements which would affect Brookline. 
The goal of a balanced transportation program 
seems to be closer to reality at this time due in part 
at least to our community’s leadership in providing 
a forum for discussion of the transportation crisis 
in the inner-metropolitan area. 


On the recommendation of a majority of the Select- 
men, the 1971 Annual Town Meeting voted to adopt 


_ the following resolution: 


Resolved, that the Brookline Town Meeting op- 
poses the construction of new highways within the 
Metropolitan area (including those presently 
planned) as being against the best economic, cul- 
tural, social and health interests of the people of 


the Town of Brookline and the entire Metropolitan 
community. The Town further urges the State and 
Federal Governments to maximize their efforts and 
funds in advancing public mass transportation 
throughout the Metropolitan areas and thereby 
facilitate faster, smoother and more _ pleasant 
transportation service within the suburbs and the 
core City of Boston. 


Pursuant to this resolution, on May 17, 1971, the 
Selectmen conducted an open meeting devoted to 
a consideration of the operational, fiscal, and de- 
velopment problems of the MBTA. The seriousness 
of the public transportation situation in Greater 
Boston had become apparent during the preceding 
winter months. As a result of this area-wide meet- 
ing which was attended by key transportation per- 
sonnel at the State level and by representatives of 
the 14 cities and towns which comprised the origi- 
nal MTA District, a series of resolutions was for- 
warded to Governor Sargent and the legislative 
leadership. They stressed: (1) the necessity of the 
State and Federal Governments maximizing their 
efforts and funds in advancing public mass trans- 
portation throughout the metropolitan area; (2) the 
urgent need for approval of a substantial bond 
issue which would permit improvements to be 
made to the existing transit system and commence- 
ment of work on the proposed extensions; (3) the 
importance of the Legislature adopting the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment which would au- 
thorize the use of highway aid funds for mass 
transportation purposes; (4) the desirability of not 
imposing any further fare increases since experi- 
ence has demonstrated that such action results in 
reduced ridership and adversely affects the elderly 
and those in the low-income category; and (5) the 
need to develop a plan for handling MBTA labor 
problems in a more effective manner either by elim- 
inating binding arbitration or otherwise. 


This MBTA public meeting generated considerable 
interest in the transportation crisis throughout the 
metropolitan area, and fostered support for a truly 
balanced and integrated transportation system. It 
led to a unified position on the part of representa- 
tives of the communities in the Greater Boston area 
when, on June 2, the House of Representatives and 
State Senate met in a Joint Constitutional Conven- 
tion to consider an amendment to the State Consti- 
tution which would permit the use of highway aid 
funds for mass transportation purposes. Unfortun- 
ately, the General Court failed to act affirmatively 
on the question and consequently another more 
difficult course had to be pursued by those sup- 
porting the measure. 


Gas Tax Initiative Petition Drive 

The most significant contribution which the Town 
made in the area of public transportation occurred 
in November, 1971, when the so-called Gas Tax 


Initiative Petition Drive was launched. In short, ap- 
proximately 60,000 signatures had to be collected 
in a very limited period of time in order to put the 
issue of utilizing highway aid funds for mass tran- 
sit purposes on the ballot in 1974. This massive 
undertaking was coordinated on the State level by 
Guy D. Rosmarin, a resident of the Town and 
Assistant Secretary of Transportation for the Com- 
monwealth. In furtherance of the campaign at the 
local level, the Selectmen designated the weekend 
of November 12-14, 1971 as Public Transportation 
Weekend in the Town of Brookline, and coordi- 
nated the activities of several local groups includ- 
ing the League of Women Voters, Brookline Tax- 
payers’ Association, Chamber of Commerce, Youth 
Resources Council, and the Council on Aging, 
whose collective participation in this community 
endeavor was most gratifying. In large measure as 
a result of their efforts, Brookline gathered the most 
certified signatures of any community, based on 
the percentage of registered voters, to put on the 
ballot in 1974 the question of allowing the use of 
gas tax money for public transportation purposes. 


As the foregoing indicates, it may fairly be said that 
Brookline has been and continues to be at the 
forefront of those who are attempting to develop a 
viable public transportation system in the metro- 
politan area. However, we must intensify our efforts 
in this regard if the concept of balanced transporta- 
tion is to become a reality. The Town’s participa- 
tion in the study now being conducted by the staff 
of the Boston Transportation Planning Review Com- 
mittee is predicated on Brookline’s expressed de- 
sire to reduce insofar as possible automobile com- 
muter traffic and to make public transportation 
more attractive. Hopefully, this input from our 
community will assure achievement of our stated 
policy goal, i.e., “to preserve the residential char- 
acter of the Town, and wherever practicable there 
shall be excluded from streets and residential areas 
traffic which is not related to their residential char- 
acter.” 


ENVIRONMENTAL CONCERNS 


The Selectmen have been heavily involved in re- 
cent months in several matters which come under 
the general heading of ecological or environmental 
concerns. Chief among these have been: the pro- 
posed development of the Cabot Estate in Jamaica 
Plain; the formation of a joint open space planning 
committee; initiation of a comprehensive tree plant- 
ing program in the Town; the worsening of our solid 
waste disposal problem; and adoption of a new 
Town policy relative to the use of recycled paper. 


Cabot Estate Development 


A public hearing was conducted by the Selectmen 
on October 4 at which the report of the Cabot Es- 
tate Open Space Task Force was considered. The 
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Board had been keenly interested in the proposed 
development of the Cabot Estate property which 
borders the Brookline line and where one of the 


development schemes had been to construct ap- | 
proximately one thousand units of high-rise hous- — 
ing. Such a plan, if approved by City of Boston offi- | 


cials and ultimately implemented, would have a 
most serious effect on Brookline’s traffic circula- 


tion problem in this area. Following a detailed pre- — 


sentation by Francis X. Meaney, Chairman of the 
Brookline Conservation Commission, there was 
unanimous agreement that the following recom- 


mendations should be implemented without reser- — 


vation: (1) the spirit of the present zoning should be 


retained throughout the entire Jamaica Pond sec- © 


tor; and (2) the Charles-to-Charles Corridor Com- 
mittee should continue its study and a joint use 
open space and development plan should be for- 
mulated for the entire corridor from the Charles 
River in the Sawmill Brook area adjacent to Newton 
to the Charles River at the Fens. 


These recommendations were transmitted to Mayor 
White, who had previously welcomed Brookline’s 
participation in the study of the Cabot Estate area. 
In accepting the report of the Cabot Estate Task 
Force, Mayor White further determined that the 
City of Boston should acquire the Cabot Estate 
property provided that financial contributions of 
approximately 75% of the total cost could be ob- 
tained from a combination of sources, and that the 
acquisition price of the parcel would be based on 
the economic value of the land developed at den- 
sities allowable under current zoning. At the same 
time, Mayor White instructed the city’s corporation 
counsel to represent Boston in negotiations with 
the owner relative to the purchase of the property 
which consists of a 22.8 acre tract. 


Joint Open Space Planning Committee 


A direct result of the Cabot Estate study was the 
joint decision on the part of the communities of 
Boston, Brookline and Newton that an open space 
study encompassing the area commencing at the 
Charles River at Charlesgate to the Charles River 
at Sawmill Brook in West Roxbury should be con- 
ducted as soon as possible. The Selectmen en- 


dorsed such an undertaking without reservation, 


recognizing the value of cooperative and positive 
efforts for the joint preservation and linking of ad- 
jacent open space areas. Accordingly, the Board 
advanced for the consideration of the October, 
1971 Special Town Meeting the following policy 
resolution, which was adopted unanimously: 


The Town of Brookline recognizes the necessity 
and desirability of preservation and extension of 
urban green space for the benefit of its inhabitants 
and those of surrounding communities. The Town 
of Brookline supports cooperative open space 


planning with the cities of Boston and Newton, par- 
ticularly with respect to land at or near common 
boundaries in furtherance of this principle. 


The Conservation Commission has played a very 
important role in the formulation of the recommen- 
dations concerning the Cabot Estate and in the 
decision to establish a joint open space planning 
committee, and is to be commended for having 
taken the lead in these matters insofar as our 
community is concerned. Selectman Haskell A. 
Kassler serves as the Board’s representative on the 
Charles-to-Charles Corridor Committee and is the 
Town’s representative on the Joint Open Space 
Planning Committee as well.

Town Officials Participate in Planting of New Trees 
Along Upper Beacon Street 


Comprehensive Tree Planting Program 


An entirely Town-oriented program which was in- 
stituted in the fail of 1971 provides for a greatly ex- 
panded tree planting program, particularly in those 
areas where no trees exist at the present time and 
where a number of elms have been lost to Dutch 
Elm disease. As the first step in this long-range 
plan to improve the public landscape, twenty Red 
Oaks were planted along Beacon Street in the 
Washington Square area as part of the Federally- 
assisted Code Enforcement Program. Again, the 
impetus for this effort was furnished by the Con- 
servation Commission, which had requested the 
Forestry Department to prepare a street tree inven- 
tory in order to indicate graphically the overall tree 
erosion problem in the Town and form the basis of 
a resurgent program of planting. The results of this 
survey clearly substantiated the need for an ex- 
panded tree planting program particularly in the 
Beacon Street area where several large elms have 
been lost in recent years. 


The availability of Federal funds in the Code En- 
forcement Area will be of great assistance in fur- 
thering this program over the next few years. Pre- 
sent plans call for 134 trees to be planted on several 
streets within the Washington Square area before 
the end of 1973. Additionally, the Selectmen have 
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recommended to the 1972 Annual Town Meeting 
that an appropriation of $47,500 be approved for 
the planting of roadside trees along Harvard Street 
from School Street, Washington Street and Brook- 
line Avenue to the Town line, and a section of 
Beacon Street west from St. Mary’s Street to St. 
Paul Street. In unanimously supporting this pro- 
gram, the Selectmen emphasized the importance of 
preserving the Town’s environmental and visual 
qualities over the long term. It was stressed that at 
a time when budgetary restrictions must be applied 
in several areas to prevent an unreasonable in- 
crease in the tax rate, we must nevertheless con- 
tinue to make investments of this type and thereby 
assure a better town in the future. 


All of the foregoing efforts are clear indications of 
the Selectmen’s continuing concern with matters of 
an environmental nature. As the cover of this An- 
nual Report illustrates, Brookline retains to a con- 
siderable extent a rural atmosphere in an otherwise 
urban setting. It is essential that this priceless 
green space be continually improved in order that, 
by so doing, we may assure the physical and psy- 
chological well-being of all our citizens. 


Solid Waste Disposal 


With the adoption of the new State Air Pollution 
Control Regulations on July 1, 1971, many com- 
munities in the Greater Boston area were con- 
fronted with a major refuse storage, collection, 
and disposal problem. The Cities of Boston and 
Cambridge and the Town of Brookline were par- 
ticularly affected since a large segment of their 
total housing stock consists of apartment house 
units which were formerly serviced by private in- 
cinerators. In the vast majority of cases these pri- 
vate incinerators did not comply with the new 
standards promulgated by the State Department of 
Public Health. 


An insight into Brookline’s specific problem can 
be gained through the realization that there were, 
prior to July 1, 1971, 209 apartment house locaticns 
where private incinerators had been utilized. The 
Town’s general experience since that date is re- 
flected in statistics gathered by the Department of 
Public Works which reveal that collection crews 
must now pick up six times the volume at each of 
these locations, resulting in a delay in collection 
and cycling material as well as more frequent trips 
to the municipal incinerator. Field tests conducted 
by Public Works’ personnel during the fall indicated 
that the increase in refuse collected approximated 
90 tons per week, with 9000 additional containers 
to be collected. 


Faced with this critical refuse storage, collection 
and disposal problem, the Executive Secretary to 
the Board of Selectmen held several staff confer- 
ences with the Commissioner of Public Works, 


Acting Director of Public Health, and Fire Chief for 
the purpose of considering those aspects of the 
overall problem pertinent to their departments. 
Specific proposals to alleviate the situation were 
then formulated for the consideration of the Select- 
men. As a result of these meetings, a detailed pre- 
sentation was made by the department heads con- 
cerned to the Board of Selectmen on December 6, 
1971. It was decided at that conference to initiate 
several measures at the local, regional and state 
levels, it being felt that the complexity of the prob- 
lem necessitated such a comprehensive approach. 
An important first step was the preparation of an 
amendment to the Town’s sanitation regulations 
authorizing the Director of Public Health to require 
apartment house owners to provide for additional 
refuse collections, if necessary, to prevent a health 
nuisance. It was also agreed that an article re- 
questing funds to conduct a comprehensive anal- 
ysis of the Town’s collection and disposal system 
would be inserted in the Warrant for the 1972 An- 
nual Town Meeting. The major components of the 
proposed solid waste survey consist of: (1) the 
computerization of refuse collection routes 
throughout the Town; (2) instituting a stack moni- 
toring program at the municipal incinerator; and 
(3), a consultant study, to be undertaken by an 
engineering firm qualified in the field of solid waste 
problems, which hopefully would result in a fea- 
sible, economical, legal, and environmentally com- 
patible program for meeting the Town’s future solid 
waste requirements as well as those of today. 


The Selectmen are certainly supportive of the gen- 
eral goal of improving the environment through the 
imposition of reasonable air pollution control regu- 
lations. Unquestionably, the past deterioration of 
the quality of urban life compels a realignment of 
priorities and procedures to protect the integrity of 
the environment. However, these ends must be 
achieved in a logical, practical, and successful 
manner. All indications are that the solution to the 
solid waste disposal problem lies in a regional ap- 
proach which must be developed in collaboration 
with responsible officials in adjacent communities. 
Pending such a regional arrangement, it is impera- 
tive at this point that Brookline undertake a com- 
prehensive solid waste management survey as out- 
lined above. 


Utilization of Recycled Paper 


In due consideration of the ecological benefits to 
be derived from the recycling of paper products, 
the Conservation Commission early in 1971 pro- 
posed the institution of a policy of encouraging 
usage of products utilizing recycled materials. It 
was suggested that such a policy would have its 
most immediate application in connection with the 
purchase of paper goods by the Town, and in this 
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yous &

connection the Conservation Commission recom- 
mended that the Town’s specifications for its paper 
supplies require at least 50% recycled paper. At 
the request of the Selectmen, the Town’s Purchas- 
ing Agent undertook a comprehensive study of this 
matter and submitted a detailed report on June 15 
which formed the basis of the following votes 
adopted by the Selectmen on June 28: 


VOTED: To adopt a policy of encouraging the 
use of recycled paper by all Town departments to 
the extent that it is economically available and 
suitable for the intended purpose, and within this 
broad policy: 


1. To adopt the recently revised Federal Specifica- 
tions which require recycled fiber content in 
such items as toilet tissue, paper towels and 
table napkins; 

To approve the substitution of 100% recycled 
bond paper for our present requirements of No. 
1 sulphite bond; 

To approve the use of offset type paper with a 
minimum 50% recycled fiber content for non- 
permanent reports which are mailed throughout 
the Town, such as the Health Bulletin; 

To recommend that the School Committee con- 
sider specifying available recycled papers for 
its publications; and 

That the Purchasing Agent be directed to ex- 
plore on a continuing basis the availability of 
additional types of recycled paper and papers 
with higher percentages of recycled fiber; 


and it was further 


VOTED: To advise other cities and towns in the 
Commonwealth of the Board’s action with respect 
to encouraging the use of recycled paper and re- 
quest that they consider the adoption of a similar 
policy. 


Recycled paper, in accordance with the Town’s offi- 
cial policy, is now stocked on a regular basis and 
utilized in the printing of various reports, including 


those issued by the School Committee and Health 
Department as well as in data processing and 
other departmental forms. Every effort will be made 
to continue and broaden the use of recycled paper, 
and thereby take advantage of the recycled paper 
supply which is now starting to build substantially 
throughout the country. Additionally, it will help 
achieve the goals of preserving resources and re- 
ducing solid waste, and will serve to help educate 
the citizens and employees of the Town to the vir- 
tues of using recycled paper products. 


PLANNING OF NEW TOWN FACILITIES 


An important new By-law was adopted by the Town 
Meeting in December, 1971 and now governs the 
procedure to be followed in the construction and 
alteration of Town buildings. The final draft of the 
By-law reflected the joint efforts of the Committee 
on Town Organization and Structure and the so- 
called Committee on Article 41, which jointly re- 
commended adoption of the By-law amendment at 
Town Meeting. Basically, the new By-law provides 
a mechanism for the orderly execution of all capital 


_ projects from the program development stage 


through the award of the contract for construction 
of the facility. 

An important element in the new procedure is the 
architect selection process which had been the 
subject of considerable controversy during the 
past few years. The procedure for selecting archi- 
tects requires the selection to be made by a com- 
mittee composed of three members of the Building 
Commission, three members of the Using Agency, 
and a seventh member designated by the Select- 


_ men who shall serve as Chairman. The Using Agen- 
_ cy will be involved in the approval of the architect’s 
_ contract and the contents thereof in order to assure 
that the specifications are compatible with the 
_ program of the Using Agency. 

_ Town Meeting approval of this comprehensive pro- 
_ cedure, which establishes a basic system to pro- 
| vide Town Meeting with complete information as 
| well as the total cost of a project when the request 


for funds is submitted, was an important step for- 
ward in the Town’s entire capital budgeting pro- 
gram. It should certainly pay dividends in terms of 
project cost control in the years ahead. 


FEDERALLY-ASSISTED CODE 

ENFORCEMENT PROGRAMS 

The Town’s second Federally-assisted Code En- 
forcement Program got under way during 1971 in 
the Washington Square area. The overall project 
cost for this three-year endeavor will be approxi- 
| mately $2.9 million with the Federal Government 
again participating on a 24-share basis. Upon com- 
| pletion of the Washington Square project, 2,601 
structures, or 33% of the total number in the Town, 
will have been inspected on a saturation basis. 


As this second major code enforcement effort 
commences, the Selectmen would like to empha- 
size the fact that qualified staff members are avail- 
able to all residents of the area at the Neighbor- 
hood Improvement Site Office, located at 1674 
Beacon Street. The services that are provided with- 
out cost include architectural consultation, reha- 
bilitation advice, and financial and legal assistance. 
The very favorable experience of the prior program 
in the North Brookline area where 64 homeowners 
took advantage of the low interest 3% loans and 
the total dollar value of property rehabilitation ex- 
ceeded $730,000 would seem to indicate that a sub- 
stantial number of property owners in the Washing- 
ton Square area will also take advantage of this 
very favorable financial arrangement. To this date 
five property owners in the new area have been 
granted $62,000 for home improvements. 


Concurrent with the rehabilitation of homes, the 
Town, with the aid of the Federal Government’s %4 
share, will invest approximately $1,040,000 in the 
Federal Code Area to finance the following public 
improvements: new streets, sidewalks, curbs and 
gutters, traffic signals and trees. In the area of road 
construction alone, the Engineering Division of the 
Department of Public Works is in the process of 
preparing plans and specifications on projects 
totalling about $900,000 with the following streets 
scheduled for reconstruction under the program: 

Addington Road Gardner Road 

Bartlett Crescent Jenness Road 

Bartlett Street Rawson Road 

Beaconsfield Road University Road 


Claflin Road Westbourne Terrace 
Colbourne Crescent Winthrop Road 
Dean Road York Terrace

The Town’s organization for code enforcement has 
been substantially improved since the inception of 
the Federally-supported Code Compliance Pro- 
gram in 1967. The improved methods and proced- 
ures which have been developed by the staff of the 
Neighborhood Improvement Office will be adapted 
insofar as practicable in the operations of the es- 
tablished Town agencies with continuing responsi- 
bilities in the area of code enforcement. Thus, this 
most productive program, whose primary purpose 
is to upgrade both neighborhood housing stock 
and public facilities, should also prove helpful in 
assuring a more centralized and better coordinated 
Town code enforcement program in the future. 


CENTRAL VILLAGE IMPROVEMENT AREA 


The Selectmen, Redevelopment Authority, Planning 
Board, and Council for Planning and Renewal have 
long recognized the need for a comprehensive im- 
provement program in the Brookline Village area. 


The Town’s Community Renewal Program, pub- 
lished in 1969, recommended a rehabilitation pro- 
gram with limited clearance as the appropriate 
remedy for the serious structural and environ- 
mental problems which currently exist and are a 
detriment to the entire area. The proposed Brook- 
line Village Improvement Area is adjacent to the 
Farm and Marsh Projects, and its traffic and com- 
mercial development prospects and problems are 
closely related to those projects. 


In view of the decidedly negative outlook for Fed- 
eral funding of the Cameron Urban Renewal Pro- 
ject, the Selectmen strongly believe that the Cen- 
tral Village area should be accorded priority status 
insofar as the scheduling of future renewal and 
rehabilitation activities in Brookline is concerned. 
Key elements in applying for State and Federal 
assistance are: (1) the establishment of a project 
area committee which, along with the Council for 
Planning and Renewal, will play a major role in the 
planning of this project; (2) clear definition of the 
serious physical and social problems existing in the 
Village area as evidenced by the lack of public 
open space, overcrowding, substandard housing 
conditions, and marginal commercial uses; (3) con- 
centrating principally upon the need for massive 
rehabilitation in this part of Brookline; and (4) con- 
sideration of clearance only in areas where no 
other remedy is possible. 


The Selectmen’s Agency Coordinating Committee, 
chaired by Selectman Eleanor Myerson, has recent- 
ly decided that Central Village rehabilitation is its 
top priority item. It plans to work with the citizens 
of the area to develop a program to revitalize this 
older and stable section of Brookline. It has recom- 
mended that all the agencies concerned concen- 
trate immediately on reviewing the needs and ex- 
amining all possible methods of financing, both 
public and private, with the intention of developing 
a many faceted approach to rehabilitation. 


PEDESTRIAN OVERPASS AT 
BROOKLINE VILLAGE 


The 1971 Annual Town Meeting appropriated the 
sum of $20,000 to be expended by the Commission- 
er of Public Works, with the approval of the Board 
of Selectmen, for surveys and soil borings of Wash- 
ington Street between the Marsh and Farm Urban 
Renewal Projects and, if necessary, a preliminary 
design of a vehicular overpass at High and Wash- 
ington Streets. The input from these field surveys, 
borings and the preliminary design was essential 
to the development of final plans and specifications 
for the pedestrian overpass linking the Farm and 
Marsh renewal areas. 


The survey work was completed in late September 
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and the traffic consultant finalized the preliminary 
design for the High Street vehicular overpass at 
approximately the same time. The proposed ve- 
hicular overpass, although regarded as a long- 
range proposal, had to be taken into consideration 
at this time in order that such data would be avail- 
able to concerned Town agencies in determining 
the exact placement of the pedestrian overpass 
and its supporting piers. With this information at 
hand, the staffs of the several departments involved 
in this project took up the matter of the general 
location of the pedestrian overpass. Three alternate 
schemes were developed and the one finally 
agreed upon by the various staffs in November, 
1971 is referred to as Scheme 1-B, which calls for 
the relocation of Juniper Street, the realignment of 
the median strip on Washington Street, land 
acquisition from the Brook House parcel, and the 
taking of an easement on the Hearthstone Plaza to 
accommodate the bridge landings. The Planning 
Board approved this plan on December 29 and 
affirmative action will be taken by the Redevelop- 
ment Authority and the Board of Selectmen early 
in 1972. 


Although this project is comparatively small in 
terms of size and cost, it involves an extremely 
complicated planning process in that Federal, 
State, County and Town agencies must participate 
in resolving various problems associated with the 
construction program. The present timetable calls 
for: (1) preparation of the necessary land-taking 
descriptions and easement documents by the De- 
partment of Public Works in anticipation of sub- 
mission to a Special Town Meeting in 1972; (2) 
preparation of final plans and specifications for 
the pedestrian overpass structure, also to be com- 
pleted during 1972; (3) solicitation of formal bid 
proposals early in 1973; (4) appropriation of the 
required construction funds at the 1973 Annual 
Town Meeting; (5) award of the construction con- 
tract by the Commissioner of Public Works, who is 
coordinating this project on a continuing basis, in 
April, 1973; and (6) completion of construction ac- 
tivities during the fall of 1973. 


It should be noted that the construction schedule 
for this project is dependent in large part on the 
availability of TOPICS funds, which will be ad- 
vanced by the State in the spring of 1973 and will 
finance related highway improvements on Wash- 
ington Street, the construction of anew MBTA turn- 
out at Hearthstone Plaza, etc. The Selectmen are 
strongly of the opinion that the proposed time 
schedule, which will be strictly adhered to, assures 
the orderly construction of a visually attractive and 
utilitarian pedestrian overpass which will be looked 
upon for years to come as an important gateway to 
the Town. 


AIR-RIGHTS DEVELOPMENT 
WEBSTER STREET 


Upon being advised in April, 1971 that the Trustees 
of the Baptist Church at the corner of Beacon and 
Park Streets had entered into an option agreement 
to sell the Church property for development pur- 
poses, the Planning Board and the Board of Select- 
men scheduled a conference for the purpose of 
exploring ways and means of developing the area 
to its fullest potential including the possible utili- 
zation of air rights over the adjacent Webster Street 
parking lot. As a result of this preliminary confer- 
ence, the Planning Board proceeded to establish 
guidelines for the solicitation of such air-rights pro- 
posals, bearing in mind Town Counsel’s opinion 
that all interested parties must have an equal op- 
portunity to present proposals for the development 
of the air rights. The proposed guidelines for de- 
velopment were presented to the Selectmen early 
in June and, in general, conformed with the recom- 
mendations of the Community Renewal Program 
and the Comprehensive Plan, both of which 
stressed the Town’s goals of (1) strengthening the 
tax base, and (2) increasing the supply of low and 
moderate income housing. Formal development 
proposals were then solicited in leading real estate 
journals and the guidelines forwarded to approxi- 
mately 75 builders, developers and major owners of 
property in the Greater Boston area. Despite this 
broad-based solicitation, only one air-rights pro- 
posal was received by the Selectmen on September 
13, 1971 — that of The Druker Company which 
proposed to construct a joint development, partly 
upon the Baptist Church lot and partly upon the 
Webster Street parking lot. 


As submitted, the proposed development essen- 
tially represented a low and moderate income hous- 
ing development — 25% low income — 75% mod- 
erate income; consisting of 224 apartments, a small 
amount of office space, parking for 180 cars, 15 
stories in height and occupying approximately 
18,000 sq. ft. of land. It was the developer’s stated 
intention to finance the project under the provi- 
sions of Chapter 121A of the General Laws which 
is administered by the Massachusetts Housing Fi- 
nance Agency. Several weeks later, the developer 
advised the Planning Board that he could not pro- 
ceed with the combined project as he was unable 
to secure a financing commitment from MHFA with 
respect to the air-rights portion of the development. 


At the present time, therefore, a single develop- 
ment of the Baptist Church property consisting of 
two levels of underground parking, three floors of 
offices, and eighty apartments on the remaining 
ten floors, is under review and consideration by the 
several Town agencies whose approval is required 
under the terms of Chapter 121A financing provi- 
sions. The Selectmen were keenly disappointed 
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that the joint development of the Baptist Church 
property and the air rights over the Webster Street 
parking lot could not be carried out as originally 
envisioned. The Planning Board is of the opinion, 
however, that the proposed 121A development on 
the single site will serve as a catalyst to the future 
development of the air rights as well as develop- 
ment of other parcels in the Coolidge Corner area. 
The development on the Baptist Church property 
has been designed so that it would be compatible 
with future development of the air rights, either by 
The Druker Company or by another developer. Al- 
though the air-rights development does not appear 
to be financially feasible at this time nor in the im- 
mediate future, the Selectmen will continue to ex- 
plore the possibility of Town participation in an 
air-rights project at this location. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Brookline Police Department took a major step 
in 1971 toward becoming a Model Police Depart- 
ment for New England. As the result of a grant of 
$155,310 from the Governor’s Committee on Law 
Enforcement and Administration of Criminal Jus- 
tice, the Selectmen signed a contract with The 
Analytic Sciences Corporation (TASC) to conduct 
six interrelated projects to improve the operations 
of the Police Department: (1) establishment of a 
Planning and Research Unit, (2) a comprehensive 
management study, (3) design of an automated 
records system, (4) development of innovative 
patrol methods, (5) a comprehensive attack on bur- 
glary, and (6) a community relations training pro- 
gram. Staff members of the Massachusetts Mental 
Health Association will serve as subconsultants on 
the community relations training project which rep- 
resents a substantial segment ($28,800) of the total 
project budget. 


Prior to executing the agreement with TASC, Brian 
J. Hoel, formerly of the staff of the Governor’s Com- 
mittee on Law Enforcement and Administration of 
Criminal Justice, was chosen to serve as Police 
Planner. In this capacity, he is responsible for co- 
ordinating the Model Police Department Program, 
supervising the work of the consultants, developing 
project proposals for additional Federal funds and, 
in general, assisting the Chief of Police in the ad- 
ministration of the Department. 


It was highly significant that the Brookline Police 
Department was selected to serve as the prototype 
for the development of a Model Police Department. 
The Department’s tradition of being receptive to 
new ideas, and its recognition by others in the 
field as a motivated and disciplined organization 
dedicated to the protection of life and property 
through responsive professional police service, 
was largely responsible for this designation. The 
Model Police Program will be directed at improv- 


ing the overall effectiveness of the Department in 
meeting the service demands of the Town, includ- 
ing crime control. The program is truly comprehen- 
sive in character, encompassing all the functions 
of police operations and management and, if suc- 
cessful, could well serve as a model for other cities 
and towns with comparable law enforcement prob- 
lems. 


Police Legal Advisor 


The Town also took advantage of another Federal 
Grant Program administered by the Governor's 
Committee on Law Enforcement and Administra- 
tion of Criminal Justice, which provides for reten- 
tion of full-time professional legal assistance for a 
period of one year. The object of the Legal Advisor 
Program is to improve the performance of the 
Police Department before the courts in the areas 
of cases won or otherwise favorably adjudicated, 
a reduction in the number of appeals, and a lasting 
improvement in the ability of Police personnel to 
properly prepare cases for court. In order to 
achieve these goals the Legal Advisor, as envis- 
ioned in the Town’s grant application, is expected 
to exercise primary responsibilities in the areas of 
prosecution of criminal complaints; advising Police 
personnel on proper interrogation and surveillance 
methods, search and arrest warrant procedures; as 
well as developing and conducting an in-service 
training program which addresses technical and 
sophisticated aspects of law enforcement. 


The Selectmen were notified of the grant award of 
$15,000 in July, and shortly thereafter interviewed 
several qualified applicants for the position. In con- 
sultation with the Chief of Police and Town Coun- 
sel, the Board selected Salvatore J. Ciccarelli of 
Watertown to undertake this assignment, and Mr. 
Ciccarelli’s appointment was formalized on Decem- 
ber 20. Because of a disagreement between the 
Selectmen and the District Attorney of Norfolk 
County with respect to Mr. Ciccarelli’s ability to 
represent the Police Department before the court, 
as specified under the terms of the grant agree- 
ment, he has been unable to serve in the capacity 
of Police Prosecutor since the effective date of his 
appointment. However, he has applied himself dili- 
gently to the prescribed duties in the area of in- 
service training and, hopefully, will assume prose- 
cutorial responsibilities in the near future. 


Police-Community Relations 


In view of the great interest evidenced by a large 
segment of the Town’s citizenry with respect to the 
subject of Police-Community Relations, the Select- 
men deemed it desirable during the fall to appoint 
a Police-Community Relations Committee. Shortly 
after the Committee’s appointment, a public hear- 
ing was held for the purpose of receiving the com- 
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ments of any interested citizens who wished to ex- 
press their views on the general subject of Police- 
Community Relations and the operations of the 
Police Department in relation thereto. 


The Selectmen’s charge to this ad hoc committee 
was purposely quite broad and no specific guide- 
lines were established in order that all aspects of 
Police-Community Relations in Brookline could be 
fully explored. The Committee has held several 
meetings since its organization last October, and 
has heard from many individual citizens as well as 
representatives of community organizations. Its first 
major recommendation, submitted on an interim 
basis, was that the position of Police Community 
Relations Officer be established in the Police De- 
partment. This recommendation was implemented 
by the Selectmen forthwith and the Officer current- 
ly fulfilling this assignment has been charged with 
the primary responsibility of planning and super- 
vising the Department’s Community Relations Pro- 
gram, which will consist of a long-range, full-scale 
effort to acquaint the Police and the community 
with each other’s problems and to stimulate action 
and support aimed at solving these problems. 


The Selectmen would like to take this opportunity 
to express appreciation to the following members 
of the Police-Community Relations Committee who 
have given so generously of their time and talent in 
undertaking this assignment:

“911”’ Emergency Service 


The Selectmen have had under consideration for 
some time the question of installing the universal 
emergency number “911” in Brookline. Extensive 
feasibility studies concerning the furnishing of this 
service were conducted by the Telephone Com- 
pany over the past two years in consultation with 
the Chiefs of the Fire and Police Departments. The 
experience of other Massachusetts communities 
which have been operating under the “911” emer- 
gency communication system was sought and their 
response was generally favorable. After careful 
consideration the Selectmen determined that the 
Town should proceed to have the installation car- 
ried out without further delay under an appropriate 
agreement with the New England Telephone & 
Telegraph Company. 


It is felt that the “911” system will be of great bene- 
fit to the residents of Brookline, particularly the 
elderly who comprise approximately 25% of the 
Town’s population. The simplicity associated with 
the number itself and the speed with which calls 
can be made afford substantial advantages over the 


present requirement to dial separate numbers for 
Police or Fire, depending on the nature of the 
emergency. Present plans call for the installation to 
be completed in November, 1972. 


APPOINTMENTS DURING THE YEAR 
Department Heads 


Mr. Richard Fischer was appointed Director of 
Human Relations effective April 20, 1971. Mr. 
Fischer was formerly a consultant and lecturer to 
six Model Cities Programs, a campus guest lecturer

Mr. Shepard N. Cohen was appointed to the newly- 
created position of Public Health Administrator 
effective September 27, 1971. Mr. Cohen brings to 
Brookline a rich background in public health ad- 
ministration, having most recently served as Execu- 
tive Director of the Regional Medical Cardiovascu- 
lar Program at Boston City Hospital. Under the 
effective administration of Mr. Cohen, the high 
standard of health programs in Brookline will be 
maintained and improved, with emphasis being 
placed on the planning and organizing of high qual- 
ity, accessible, economical and effective personal, 
public, and environmental health services. 


_ These new officials assumed their duties with the 


best wishes of the Board of Selectmen in the hope 
that they will administer their respective depart- 
ments with the same degree of efficiency and dedi- 
cation as has been the good fortune of the Town 
for many years.

In this annual report, my third since assuming the 
position of Executive Secretary, | shall attempt to 
put in some kind of meaningful perspective the 


_ general fiscal trends which have predominated 
_ over the past decade and their implications insofar 


as the Town is concerned. The factors that re- 


_ sulted in a tax rate for 1971 of $63.50 will then be 
_ discussed, followed by an overview of the Town’s 


1972 annual operating budget. In the last section 


_of the report, fiscal trends associated with two 
_ major areas of employees’ fringe benefits are re- 


viewed and analyzed. 


A Fiscal Perspective 
Brookline has been noted for its ability over the 


| years to maintain fiscal responsibility despite the 


fact that our community offers more extensive ser- 
vices than most other municipalities. This accom- 
plishment is all the more remarkable when one 
considers the following major and _ inexorable 
forces which have been working against us for the 


| past decade or so: 


1. the ever-surging demand for additional govern- 
mental services, particularly in the area of hu- 
man resources; 


2. assessments levied by the State to finance the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority’s 
rapidly escalating deficit, as well as the costs 
of the Metropolitan District Commission’s 
Water, Sewerage and Park Systems, and the 
County government, all of which are beyond the 
control of the local community; 


| 3. the commitment at the national level to a policy 


of “built-in” inflation amounting to an average 
of approximately four percent a year; 


4. the monetary effects of legislation and other 
programs instituted at the State level which 
must be reflected in local operating budgets; 


5. a substantial decrease in the amount of State- 
collected funds which are distributed to Brook- 
line as well as to some of the other so-called 
“rich” communities in the Commonwealth; 


6. a rather static tax base, which, after all, is a 
primary indication of our ability to pay for the 
broadening of governmental services; and 


7. vigorous employee demands being presented 
by virtue of the collective bargaining law and 
concomitant major increases in the cost to the 
Town of certain fringe benefits, principally 
group health insurance and retirement system 
charges. 


Figure 1 depicts the totals of Town expenditures, 
receipts and amounts raised by property taxation 
over the period 1961-1971. The overall fiscal trend 
is quite clear — while our committed obligations 
have a little more than doubled (120.9%), our 
revenues have remained almost constant and, as a 
matter of fact, are appreciably less than they were 
in the mid-1960s. The inevitable result of this com- 
bination of circumstances is that the ‘‘expenditure 
gap,” that is to say the difference between expendi- 
tures and receipts and consequently the amount 
that must be raised by means of the property tax, 
has widened substantially in recent years. The al- 
most tripling (181.9%) of this factor, therefore, has 
resulted in the increase of $22.00 in the tax rate 
since 1968 when the revaluation program went into 
effect. 


Figure 2 illustrates the drastically worsening trend 
with respect to the Commonwealth-Brookline fiscal 
relationship. From a substantial surplus position in 
1966, 1967 and 1968, our status has now been 
radically altered to the extent that in 1971 the 
Town’s assessments from the State and County 
exceeded by $1.8 million the amount received un- 
der the NESDEC distribution formula. A word about 
this formula is in order. It was developed in 1966 
and written into the original sales tax legislation 
with the proviso that a portion of the total revenue 
derived from this source as well as from State in- 
come tax receipts would ultimately be channeled 
exclusively into educational programs to facilitate 
the equalizing of opportunities in this area through- 
out the Commonwealth. The full funding of this 
formula has had a decidedly negative effect on 
Brookline and other communities which can boast 
of superior schools but which also have extensive 
commitments with regard to other municipal ser- 
vices as well. Unfortunately, the latter considera- 
tion has been accorded no weight whatsoever, at 
least up to this point, so this seriously inequitable 
method of apportioning State aid will probably con- 
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tinue to work to the extreme disadvantage of the 
older, inner metropolitan communities. 


Figure 3, which actually complements Figure 2, 
indicates the magnitude of this reduction in State 
aid since 1967 when Brookline realized $4.5 million 
from this source. In summary, we find that a little 
over ten years ago, in 1961, we received $84,503 
more from the Commonwealth than we received in 
1971. This development has been a major factor 
in the substantial tax rate increases in recent years 
which have placed an undue burden on property 
owners and tenants alike, many of whom are liv- 
ing on fixed incomes. Regrettably, | must report that 
the 1972 Cherry Sheet, which has not as yet been 
received from the State, will bring further bad 
news for Brookline taxpayers. Due to a 1971 legis- 
lative amendment to the school aid distribution 
formula there will be no apportionment on the so- 
called valuation basis this year. Accordingly, the 
Town stands to lose $728,491 in receipts that were 
credited from this source in 1971 — the equivalent 
of $1.63 on the tax rate. 


Although it is doubtful that any tax increases for 
the purpose of increasing State aid to cities and 
towns will be approved in this election year, local 
administrators and other interested organizations 
and individuals who share our concern with the 
present imbalanced distribution formula will con- 
tinue to stress the need for a program which recog- 
nizes all areas of municipal service and not just a 
single segment. Until such a revision is effected, 
our fiscal crisis will not be alleviated and the rate 
_of increase in the property tax levy will continue 
_ unabated. 


1971 Tax Rate 


|The highlights of the 1971 Brookline tax rate, as 
set forth in the press release issued jointly by the 
Selectmen and the Board of Assessors on August 
19, are included herein because of their informative 
data: 


THE HIGHLIGHTS OF THE 1971 

| BROOKLINE TAX RATE 

“The Board of Selectmen and the Board of Asses- 
sors have jointly announced the tax rate for 1971 — 
$63.50 — a $4.50 increase over the 1970 rate. It is 
expected that tax bills will be mailed to property 
owners within the next two weeks. 


“The comparatively minimal tax rate increase this 
year (the rate increase in 1970 was $10.00 and, in 
1969, $7.50) is mainly attributable to the following 
factors: 


1. the setting of an operating budget guideline 
restricting general departmental increases to 
a range of 0-3% over 1970 appropriations; 
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2. the development and adoption of a capital 
improvement program based upon an over- 
all fiscal limitation thereby stabilizing the 
annual appropriation for debt service at a 
reasonable level; 


3. the availability of a substantial sum in the 
‘Free Cash’ account due to expenditure re- 
strictions imposed during the last several 
months of 1970 and an intensive tax collec- 
tion program conducted by the Treasurer- 
Collector — Town Meeting approval of the 
Selectmen’s recommendation that $1,000,000 
of this ‘Free Cash’ surplus be applied against 
the tax rate for this year assured a reduction 
of $2.20 in the projected rate increase; 


4. an increase of $191,098 in local receipts. 


“Despite the Selectmen’s commitment to a course 
of prudent fiscal management in connection with 
the Town’s operating budget and the six-year capi- 
tal improvement program, local spending, as au- 
thorized by Town Meeting and included in the tax 
levy, increased by $2,179,673 in 1971. The major 
elements in this additional appropriation were: (1) 
an increase of $718,816 in the School Budget as 
voted by Town Meeting (in addition to this amount, 
$244,557 is the subject of pending litigation); (2) 
$445,000 for salary adjustments arrived at through 
collective bargaining; (3) $372,305 appropriated for 
additions, alterations and furnishings for the Main 
Library; (4) a total appropriation of $199,311 for the 
reconstruction of several playgrounds; and (5) an 
appropriation of $125,000 for plans and specifica- 
tions for additions and alterations to the Devotion 
School. 


“The net result of the 1971 Cherry Sheet, the state- 
ment of credits and charges from the State, was an 
addition of approximately $1.25 to the tax rate. This 
was in large part due to an increase of $692,167 in 
Brookline’s MBTA assessment, but the general 
trend of increasing State assessments and decreas- 
ing State aid continues unabated. The margin of 
assessments over receipts increased by $603,779 
for Brookline in 1971 alone. The recent action of 
the State Senate in defeating legislation which 
would have returned approximately $65 million to 
the cities and towns for property tax relief virtually 
assured the continued overbalance of the local 
property tax in financing government in Massachu- 
setts. Fortunately, in estimating a tax rate increase 
of about $5.00 at the Annual Town Meeting, the 
Selectmen assumed that there would be no new 
revenues from tax programs then under considera- 
tion at the State level. 


‘In summary, the Selectmen’s response to the con- 
siderable concern expressed by townspeople fol- 
lowing the $10.00 tax rate increase last year has 
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resulted in a much more stable tax situation this 
year. In the interest of achieving further economies, 
this stringent action will be continued and ex- 
panded in the coming months as the 1972 operat- 
ing budget and the 1972-1977 capital improve- 
ments program are formulated.” 


Preparation of the 1972 Annual Budget 

The entire process of preparing the Town’s operat- 
ing budget for 1972 was based on the realization 
that Brookline faces a continued period of fiscal 
austerity. The recommended budget, as approved 
by the Board of Selectmen and transmitted to the 
Advisory Committee, totaled $31,115,744, an in- 
crease of $2,581,266 or 9.0% over 1971. These fig- 
ures did not include state, county, and metropolitan 
assessments, possible salary increases in 1972, or 
special appropriations to be considered at the up- 
coming Annual Town Meeting. 
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Almost 90% of the new expenditures, or $2,297,305, 
represented fixed costs or, as in the case of the 
School Budget, obligations beyond the legal con- 
trol of the Selectmen and the Advisory Committee.

The remainder of the increase over the 1971 bud- 
get, $283,961, primarily reflected: (1) policy deci- 
sions by the Board of Selectmen to fund adequately 
the operations of the Rent Control Board, Human 


Relations Commission, and Youth Resources Coun- 
cil; (2) an increased Town appropriation to finance 
the activities of the Council on Aging which were 
formerly assisted by means of a Federal grant; (3) 
increased legal expenses to complete cases pend- 
ing before the State Appellate Tax Board and for 
Special Counsel fees obligated prior to the appoint- 
ment of Tyler & Reynolds; (4) an additional lieu- 
tenant and sergeant in the Police Department to 
staff the Police-Community Relations function and 
complete the requirements for supervisory cover- 
age over the various platoons; (5) the effect of the 
recent telephone rate increase; (6) inclusion of an 
item in the Repairs to Public Buildings Budget for 
the installation of fire prevention equipment in the 
Public Works Garage; and (7) continuation of the 
general inflationary trend as evidenced by an in- 
crease of 4.3% in the price of services and com- 
modities during 1971 despite the imposition of 
Federal wage and price controls last August 15. 


It is readily apparent that were it not for the budget 
restrictions imposed in the Executive Secretary’s 
budget directive of August 18, 1971, the 1972 
Operating budgets would have reflected an in- 
crease substantially in excess of $283,961. That 
Budget Letter specifically directed Departments, 
Boards and Commissions to submit budgets based 
upon appropriation levels no higher than obtained 
in 1971 with the exception of salary increases al- 
ready committed. It also referred to the Select- 
men’s stated policy of reducing the number of per- 
manent personnel wherever possible and indicated 
that any request for additional personnel would be 
rejected unless it could be clearly demonstrated 
that commensurate savings would result from such 
employment. The positive effect of establishing 
these budgetary guidelines has been realized in 
that the total increase in non-school operating bud- 
gets as approved by the Board of Selectmen, in- 
cluding the 8% salary increase but exclusive of 
the mandated costs listed above, was $525,418 or 
3.7% above 1971 appropriations for similar pur- 
poses. 


During the Selectmen’s budget review, which com- 
menced several weeks earlier than usual this year, 
the Board favorably considered a few supplemen- 
tary budget requests in cases where particular de- 
partments had been restricted in their budget 
allotments over the past few years. It was felt that 
these modest increases in operating expenses 
were in order based upon recent experience 
which demonstrated that the failure to budget at 
realistic levels continually resulted in these de- 
partments requesting Reserve Fund transfers later 
in the year. The Advisory Committee generally con- 
curred with this approach to budget preparation 
this year. 
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The effectiveness of imposing rigid budget guide- 
lines at the outset is perhaps best illustrated in the 
gradually lessening dollar amount of reductions 
which the Executive Secretary has been able to 
effect over the past few years: 


1969 — $402,446 
1970 — 328,039 
1971 — 230,000 
1972 — 104,216 


Financial Impact of Fringe Benefits 


The main thrust of collective bargaining negotia- 
tions over the years has been in the area of the 
general salary increase which represents the prin- 
cipal element of additional cost submitted to the 
Town Meeting each year. In this connection, it is 
interesting to note how the salaries of employees 
in a few bench mark positions have increased since 
1961: % 


1967 1971 increase 


Patrolman & Firefighter $105.50 wk. $200.00 wk. 89.6 
Laborer 86.00 150.50 75.0 
Senior Clerk and Typist 82.50 144.00 71.0 


The Boston cost-of-living index rose 42.1% over 
the same period. 


Because of the attention focused on the general 
increase each year, it is rather easy to lose sight of 
the rapidly escalating cost of fringe benefits which, 
in many instances, is directly related to the em- 
ployees’ base salary. Two categories of particular 
significance are the retirement system and the 
group insurance program. 


As Figure 4 indicates, pension system costs have 
almost trebled since 1962. The non-contributory 
segment has leveled off in recent years, reflecting 
the diminishing number of employees remaining in 
this group. However, the Town’s annual contri- 
bution to the State-administered 5% system has 
more than doubled since 1966 and the requested 
appropriation for 1972 is in excess of $1.1 million. 
The following factors are chiefly responsible for 
this development: (1) higher salary rates at the 
time of retirement, (2) cost-of-living adjustments 
mandated by the legislature, (3) increased vet- 
erans’ pension allowances, (4) lowering of the min- 
imum age required for police and fire department 
employees to qualify for the maximum percentage 
factor utilized in pension calculations, (5) in- 
creased disability pension allowances to 72% of 
the highest annual rate of compensation, and (6) an 
increase of 104 retired employees or dependents 
since 1967. As the result of the foregoing and as 
Figure 4 clearly illustrates, the 1972 annual Town 
budget includes the sum of $1,986,319 for pensions 
and annuities. 


Everyone is very much aware of the dramatic in- 
crease in health insurance rates, particularly over 
the past five years. With regard to the Town’s Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield group, for example, the monthly 
premium rate for a family membership has risen 
from $21.08 in 1966 to $57.64 in 1972. Similarly, 
individual membership rates have increased from 
$7.27 to $22.64 per month. From 1957 until 1970 
the Town participated in the cost of this program 
on a50%-50% shared basis. Collective bargaining 
agreements entered into in 1970 increased the 
Town’s share of premium cost to 75%. The effect of 
annual rate increases and of raising the Town’s 
share is depicted in Figure 5 which traces the level 
of Town appropriation required to finance this pro- 
gram since 1962. $730,000 is being requested in 
the 1972 annual budget for this important fringe 
benefit. 


* * * * * 


1971 was an interesting and challenging year in 
many respects. We continued to progress in the 
field of electronic data processing and have 
reached. the point when we must consider upgrad- 
ing our present IBM 360 Model 20 installation if we 
are to convert additional operations and improve 
our present performance. Requests for automation 
are now pending in the areas of police, traffic and 
parking, public works, library, park and recreation, 
and the fire service. A priority item is the develop- 
ment of a central property file which would include 
the history of a given parcel of real estate, sales, 
additions and alterations, and inspection data by 
the building, health and fire departments. 


The recruitment of department heads was a major 
responsibility during the year and it is gratifying to 
report that Brookline continues to attract candi- 
dates of exceptional caliber. There is no gainsay- 
ing the fact that we will continue to maintain the 
high standards of service which the Town has tra- 
ditionally enjoyed only if we retain a salary struc- 
ture for department heads that is competitive with 
private industries — one of our greatest assets is 
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ment heads and administrative personnel which the 
community presently has in its employ. 


The coordination of departmental activities on a 
continuing basis has become a more demanding 
function as the number of departments reporting to | 
the Selectmen’s Office increases. While constant | 
contact is maintained with department heads on 
myriad problems, it is also necessary to convene 
meetings of all department heads periodically to 
discuss matters of common concern. As the 
Selectmen have indicated in their annual report, 
we must accord priority attention to the “span of 
control” problem that currently exists and which > 
represents one of our major concerns. | can think 
of no other area of general town administration 
that transcends in importance the matter of further | 
departmental consolidations if we are to meet the | 
service demands and requirements of the 1970s. 


The administrative staff of the Selectmen’s Office 

also assists the Advisory Committee in all matters | 
pertaining to the budget and town meeting articles. 

This practice, which was fostered and encouraged 

by my predecessor, has resulted in a very close 

working relationship between the Town’s chief ad- — 
ministrative office and what is in effect the “Ways 
and Means Committee” of Town Meeting. As the 
Town’s business has increased in scope and com- 
plexity over the past several years, the responsibili- 
ties of the Advisory Committee have concomitantly 
become more demanding. We are pleased to have 
been able to provide the Committee with expanded | 
administrative research and analysis services dur- 
ing 1971 and early 1972, and look forward to the - 
opportunity to be of further assistance in the | 


future.

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ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Advisory Committee’s primary responsibility 

_is to recommend action to Town Meeting on all 
budget appropriations and Articles as they appear 
in the Warrant. 


In 1971 the Advisory Committee met frequently 
during January, February, and March to prepare 
recommendations for the 1971 Annual Town 
Meeting. 


The Committee has traditionally consisted of six 
-subcommittees of five members each, with no mem- 
_ber serving on more than one subcommittee at a 
time. Immediately following the Advisory Commit- 
tee’s annual meeting, selected members met 

informally with the chairman to evaluate past per- 
_ formances and to seek ways and means of improv- 
_ ing the Committee’s effectiveness. At an organiza- 
tional meeting held in June, the results of this 
_ informal meeting were presented. The full commit- 
tee approved the realignment of the six subcom- 

mittees into nine subcommittees which deal with 
the functions of Town government as follows: 1) 


Advisory Committee Prepares for Town Meeting 


Schools; 2) Park, Recreation and Forestry; 3) Pub- 
lic Works; 4) Police, Fire and Traffic and Parking; 
5) Health and Veterans’ Services; 6) Administration, 
Personnel, Taxes and Unclassified Accounts; 7) 
Rent Control, Youth Resources, Human Relations, 
and Council on Aging; 8) Libraries, Building, Town 
Hall and Repairs to Public Buildings; 9) Special 
Articles and Petitions. In addition, one member of 
the Advisory Committee was selected to serve as a 
Research Assistant. 


The Advisory Committee also prepared recommen- 
dations for the two Special Town Meetings held in 
the fall of 1971. 


Meetings of the Advisory Committee are conducted 
in open sessions and interested citizens are wel- 
come. A schedule of meetings is available through 
the Town Clerk’s office. The final agenda for each 
meeting is also made available by the Town Clerk 
no later than 1:00 P.M. of the day prior to a sched- 
uled meeting. 


GENERAL GOVERNMENT

In the year 1971 the Annual and three Special Town 
Meetings were held. 


The Annual Town Meeting, with 56 Articles, was 
held on April 27, 1971 and dissolved on May 12, 
1971 after seven sessions. Included in this meeting 
was a Special Town Meeting with 6 Articles. 


A Special Town Meeting was held on October 7, 
1971, with 20 Articles and was dissolved October 
13, 1971 after two sessions. 


A Special Town Meeting was held on December 13, 
1971 containing 3 Articles. Article 1 contained 62 
Items, amendments to the Zoning Bylaws. 


The Town Election was held on March 30, 1971 and 
13,330 persons voted or 43.6% of the registered 
voters. 


A first for Brookline was a Special Referendum held 
on June 15, 1971 on the following question: ‘‘Shall 
the Town vote to approve the action of the repre- 
sentative town meeting whereby it was voted to 
raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred 
twenty-five thousand dollars ($125,000) to be ex- 
pended by the Building Commission, with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen and the School Committee, 
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for architectural plans and specifications for addi- 
tions and alterations to the Devotion School?” | 


The vote was ‘‘Yes”’ 1,999, ‘“‘No” 5,812. In accord- 
ance with the General Laws, the question so sub- 
mitted shall be determined by a majority vote of the 
registered voters of the Town voting thereon; how- 
ever, no action of the representative Town Meeting 
shall be reversed unless 20% of the registered 
voters shall so vote. In this referendum 20% of the 
voters numbered 6,045. Inasmuch as 5,812 per- 
sons voted not to approve the action, which was 
233 votes short of the 20% required, the referen- 
dum failed to overturn the action of Town Meeting. 


The receipts of the office were up 14% over the 
year 1970, $33,068.67 as against $28,965.78. 


The marriage intentions filed were down 9%, 685 
filed in 1971 to 753 filed in 1970. 


There were fewer marriages recorded in 1971, 819 
as against 896 in 1970. 


The death rate remained about the same but our 
records were incomplete at year’s end pending 
final returns from the City of Boston. 


The other general business of the Clerk’s office has. 
continued to increase each year. 


Due to the lowering of the voting age, first from 21 
to 19, and then to 18, plus a lawsuit and an opinion 
from the Attorney General on student voting, the 
Registrars of Voters had a complicated and busy 
year. During the year approximately 5,000 persons 
registered to vote. Extra registration sessions were 
| held throughout the Town to make it easier for 
citizens to register.

Town Counsel 


During the first five months of 1971, the Town of 
Brookline was represented for general legal mat- 
ters by Phillip Cowin, Esq., as Town Counsel. Mr. 
Cowin was assisted by special counsel appointed 
by him. 


The appointment of Tyler & Reynolds as Town 
Counsel was effective June 21, 1971. The principal 
attorney for the firm as Town Counsel is David M. 
Roseman, Esq. All sixteen lawyers associated with 
the firm are available to the Town. 


During the last six months of 1971 the firm of Tyler 
& Reynolds rendered general legal services to the 
various Town Boards, Agencies, and Departments, 


and was particularly involved with the two Special | 


Town Meetings; general litigation matters; code 
enforcement prosecutions; problems arising under 
the Civil Service laws; interpretation of the federal 
wage-price freeze; and preparation and the filing of

briefs with the Attorney General in support of local | 
zoning initiatives for federally subsidized housing. | 


In this era of evolving intergovernmental relations, | 
municipal law is changing and developing rapidly. 
Governmental initiatives are being returned to local — 
communities. Recent developments in the financing | 


of school systems, particularly in the states of 


| 


California and Texas, indicate possible changes 


for the cities and towns of Massachusetts. 


Purchasing 


Competition remains the key to effective purchas- 
ing. The Purchasing Department encourages com- 
petition by contacting potential suppliers through 
advertised bids, written quotations, or telephone 
quotations all of which are recorded and main- 
tained as part of the department’s records. Because 
the Purchasing Department is responsible for the 
procurement of materials, supplies, and equipment 
for all Town departments including Schools, the 
volume and variety of activity are high. The total 
dollar value of supplies and equipment purchased 
in 1971 was $2,241,020. 


Environmental concern has resulted in changes in 
procurement policy. The Board of Selectmen voted 
in June of 1971 to adopt a policy of encouraging 
the use of recycled paper by all Town departments 
to the extent that it is economically available and 
suitable for the intended purpose. The Selectmen’s 
policy is being implemented without significantly 
increasing costs. Purchasing now stocks 100% re- 
cycled bond paper for distribution to all depart- 
ments. 


Air pollution control regulations required that the 
maximum sulfur content of residual fuels be re- 
duced from 1% to .5% on October 1, 1971. The 
Town provided for this development with appropri- 
ate changes in its specifications and has converted 
to the cleaner fuel. 
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Public purchasing has the dual responsibility of 


operating on a businesslike basis while remaining | 
within the limits imposed by law. On February 26, | 


1971, an act was approved enabling the Common- 
wealth to join with political subdivisions or for 
political subdivisions to join together for the pur- 
pose of making collective purchases. 


A detailed report on the subject of intergovernmen- 
tal cooperative purchasing was prepared by the 
Purchasing Department and is available to the pub- 
lic. AS a result of this report, the Board of Select- 
men has adopted a policy of encouraging inter- 
governmental cooperative purchasing to the end 
that the Town and others may benefit by reduced 
costs. 


By utilizing Commonwealth of Massachusetts con- | 


tracts for such items as fluorescent and incandes- 
cent lamps, batteries, duplicator paper, antifreeze, 


and certain items of metal office furniture, the Town | 


was able to save over $5,000 during 1971. In 
addition, the Town participated in a cooperative bid 
for the combined rock salt requirements of the 
Town of Brookline, City of Waltham and Town of 
Watertown. This cooperative bid netted a savings 
of $3,300. These savings are significant because 
they represent a new base and can easily be docu- 
mented by comparison with previously bid prices. 
Additional savings should accrue as cooperative 
programs are expanded and refined. 


The 1971 Annual Town Meeting approved all of the 
Personnel Board’s recommendations for changes 
in the Town’s personnel bylaw and Pay and Classi- 
fication Plan, including an average 6% general pay 
increase which was scheduled to be paid in two 
‘equal parts on April 1, 1971, and on October 1, 
1971. Due to the President’s Economic Program, 
the second part of the increase was not made 
effective until November 14, 1971. The question of 
retroactive payment of the increase for the period 
‘October 1, 1971, to November 14, 1971, remained 
unsettled at the close of the year. 


The Special Town Meeting in October approved an 
amendment to the personnel bylaw which permits 
collective bargaining to continue to a date close to 
the Annual Town Meeting instead of being ended 
by the preceding December 31. The intent of the 
amendment is to facilitate the collective bargaining 
process and increase the possibility of negotiating 
‘settlements on all bargaining issues prior to Town 
‘Meeting. The change eliminated the necessity of 
filing separate articles by employee groups before 
the January warrant deadline in order to ensure 
‘consideration of their views on unresolved matters 
by the Town Meeting. Employee groups now have 
ithe right to present their views on such matters by 


The major work of the Committee on Town Organi- 
zation and Structure in 1971 was a study of the 
method of selection of architects for Town build- 
lings. This resulted in a proposed revision of Article 
_XV-A of the Town bylaws. The new bylaw adopted 
by Town Meeting in December of 1971 provides for 
jan ad hoc committee for architect selection, made

including appropriate comments in a supplemen- 
tary report on collective bargaining matters which 
is submitted by the Personnel Board to the Board 
of Selectmen. This report must be distributed to all 
Town Meeting Members prior to the Town Meeting. 


Collective bargaining negotiations with employee 
unions generally resulted in amicable agreements. 
Determination of the vacation provision in the 
agreement with the Police union required an un- 
usual step. At the conclusion of negotiations, 
neither the Personnel Board nor the Police Associ- 
ation was in accord as to the actual agreement 
each thought they had reached on vacation pay. 
To avoid the possibility of a single provision up- 
setting the entire settlement, the parties agreed, 
with the approval of the 1971 Annual Town Meeting, 
to submit the issue to arbitration. In October the 
arbitrator ruled that no agreement had actually 
been reached between the parties on the vacation 
benefit and he awarded a vacation article essen- 
tially as had been offered by the Town, but with the 
addition of a provision calling for an additional one 
or two days off per year. This first experience with 
arbitration was a very successful one in that it pro- 
duced an amicable settlement of acontentiousissue.

PUBLIC SAFETY 


Police Department 


The most significant event of 1971 for the Brook- 
line Police Department was the receipt of a grant 
of $155,310 from the Governor’s Committee on Law 
Enforcement and Administration of Criminal Jus- 
tice for the development of a model police depart- 
ment for the Town of Brookline. This grant provides 
six interrelated projects to improve the operations 
of the police department, including provision of a 
planning and research unit, a comprehensive man- 
agement study, design of an automated information 
system, development of innovative patrol methods, 
a comprehensive attack on burglary, and a com- 
munity relations training program. The department 
plans to apply for additional federal funds to imple- 
ment the recommendations of these projects during 
1972. Two other grants have provided the depart- 
ment with a legal adviser ($15,000 from the Federal 
Law Enforcement Assistance Administration dis- 
cretionary program) and a traffic safety van ($9,743 
from the federal highway safety program). 


In addition, as a member of the Greater Boston 
Police Council, the department is participating in a 
program to develop, during the next three years, a 
command and control system serving all 16 mem- 
bers of the council. This project will result in great- 
ly improved communications, information handling, 
and a control of operations, inciuding a vehicle 


tracking system. Design of an interim communica- 


tions system, to meet the needs of the department 
until the Greater Boston command and control 
system is completed, was begun earlier this year 
with the assistance of Morton L. Bardfield of Brook- 
line, who was appointed by the Board of Selectmen 
to serve as communications consultant at no cost 
to the Town. This system is expected to be fully 
compatible with the more advanced system being 
developed by the Greater Boston Police Council. 


Independent of the federal grants, the department 
started its first formal in-service training program 
designed to provide 40 hours of training for all 
patrolmen and 19 superior officers. This included, 
through the end of December: four hours of fire- 


arms training; three hours on the use of the resusci- | 
tator; seven hours on first aid; and three hours | 
based on the International Association of Chiefs of | 
Police Training Keys. As part of the first aid train- 
ing, the Bryman School of Nursing in Brookline — 


provided an intensified course on cardiac massage > 


to all participants of the in-service training proarana 


at no cost to the Town. 


In addition, three patrolmen attended the 13 week — 
recruit training program at the Boston Police , 


Academy while 16 other officers attended special- 
ized courses in community relations, narcotics, al- 
cohol detection, tactical command, and weapons 
maintenance. Thirteen men are taking law enforce- 
ment courses at Northeastern University, Boston 
State College, and Suffolk University. 


Fifteen members of the department were cited in.

Police Planner, Planning Assistant, and Legal Ad-— 
viser were hired under the two federal grant pro-- 


grams described above. 


One patrolman serves as Dog Officer; one works on > 
parking meter maintenance; one is on detached 


service — assigned to the Traffic Director and to 


Town Counsel; and two are assigned as parks 
police. One clerk is assigned to the Municipal 
Court. The matron’s position is filled part-time by 
the school traffic supervisors on a rotating basis. 


During the past year the Police Department in- 
vestigated 20,757 complaints, made 837 arrests, 
issued 4,300 moving traffic citations, 1,041 jaywalk- 
ing citations and 105,332 parking citations. In addi- 
tion, the department performed many other ser- 
vices including the rendering of assistance to 
8,363 persons in countless forms of distress. 


As defined by the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
“Part |’ crimes consist of offenses regularly re- 
ported to law enforcement agencies by victims or 
witnesses. Crimes classified as ‘Part II” frequently 
go unreported, thereby making any index of them 
rather unreliable. 


Total Part | crimes committed in Brookline in 1971, 
as reported to the F.B.I., increased by 14% over 
1970. Included were:

Although arrests for these crimes increased by only 
9%, they resulted in the clearance of a significantly 
greater percentage of crimes than in prior years. 
Total arrests for all crimes increased 4%. 


Another significant 1971 trend was a 29% decrease 
in automobile accidents. At the same time, there 
was an approximate 7% increase in the volume of 
cases handled by the Youth Bureau. Total cases 
handled by the bureau were 1,764, of which 204 
were Cleared through the juvenile court and 1,560 
through other agencies including schools, family 
services, welfare, and youth resources. 
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New Police Department Highway Safety Van 
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Fire Department 


The operation of the Fire Department in 1971 from 
a statistical standpoint was quite normal, although 
it is interesting to note that there were 48 fewer 
alarms sounded than for the previous year. There 
were, however, 9 multiple alarms, one of which 
related to the Veterans of Foreign Wars Head- 
quarters on Boylston Street. This building was a 
town-owned structure, namely, the old Boylston 
School, which was ordered razed by the Board of 
Selectmen in that it was deemed uneconomical to 
repair it. There were three other serious fires, 
namely, one at the corner of Cypress and Boylston 
Streets, one at the corner of Cypress Street and 
East Milton Road and the other on High Street at 
the corner of Cumberland Avenue, all of which 
were deemed to be of incendiary origin and are un- 
der investigation by the State Fire Marshal’s Office. 


It is the objective of the Fire Department to ren- 
der the maximum efficiency in preventing loss of 
life and property. In this connection the Fire De- 
partment has attempted to keep abreast of all mod- 
ern firefighting techniques. With the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen the services of the American 
Insurance Association of New York has been re- 
quested to-conduct a survey which will indicate 
any areas in firefighting or fire prevention tech- 


niques that could be improved. This survey, 
which it is hoped will be done during the coming | 
year, will be without expense to the Town. 


In the last Annual Report the adoption of a Fire © 
Prevention Code was strongly recommended, but 
has not as yet been implemented due to the fact 
that in assuming additional responsibility in this 
direction it is quite possible that additional person- 
nel would be required in the Fire Prevention 
Bureau. Presently Fire Prevention activities are 
restricted to the obligations imposed by Chapter 
148 of the General Laws and other related pertinent 
statutes. 


The Annual Town Meeting in 1971 appropriated the 
sum of $50,000 for the renovation and refurbishing 
of Stations 1 and 2. This much-needed work will be 
completed in 1972. 


It is most encouraging to note that with the pur- 
chase of a new type of self-contained breathing 
mask there have been no cases of injuries due to 
smoke inhalation. This has not only raised the stan- 
dard of protection for the firefighting force but 
should reflect itself in the reduction of hospital 
costs and the employment of replacement person- 
nel for those absent for hospitalization or illness. 


Traffic and Parking Department 


Perhaps the most significant accomplishment of 
the Department of Traffic and Parking during 1971 
was the development and submission of an ‘“‘Area- 
wide TOPICS Program” for Brookline, which as- 
sures the Town’s eligibility for federal and state 
TOPICS funds. Under TOPICS — Traffic Opera- 
tions Program to Increase Capacity and Safety — 
eligible projects are carried out with 50 percent 
federal and 50 percent state funds; the Town’s 
financial responsibility is limited to the cost of 
maintaining improvements. One TOPICS project — 
street-widening and a new signal installation at the 
Mountfort-St. Mary’s Streets intersection — was 
completed in December, 1971, while a second 
project involving five intersections is scheduled for 
bid early in 1972. As part of this latter project, 
shelters will be provided for MBTA patrons at four 
stops along the Beacon Street line. Finally, pre- 
liminary design has been completed for improve- 
ments at fifteen intersections, mostly in the vicinity 
of Brookline Village and on Boylston Street (Route 
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9). Final design for this project, estimated to cost 
more than $300,000, should be completed during 
1972, with construction scheduled for 1973. 


The department participated with other Town de- 
partments and agencies in a number of studies 
during the year. Included were studies to develop 
a satisfactory location for the proposed Brookline 
Village pedestrian bridge; a circulation, access and 
parking plan for the proposed Lincoln School; and 
guidelines for proposed development of the air 
rights over the Webster Street parking lot. 


The Traffic Director also participated in the devel- 
opment of street classification plans for the Town. 
One such plan designates a new federal-aid road- 
way system, while the other provides a tentative 
classification for all Town streets and is expected 
to be incorporated into the Town’s Comprehensive 
Plan. This latter system was developed in con- 
junction with the Selectmen’s Commission on 
Traffic and Parking. 


_Numerous new traffic and parking regulations were 
adopted during the year. Among the more signifi- 
cant of these were: adoption of a ‘‘Tow and Hold” 
regulation following enabling legislation by the 
General Court, and changes in parking meter regu- 
lations in the lower Beacon Street area. Changes in 
parking meters are designed primarily to promote 
more efficient usage of the Town’s limited parking 
supply but an important side benefit is increased 
revenue for the Town. Changes made late in 1970 


increased parking meter revenues in 1971 by 13 
percent, or approximately $16,000, over 1970 
receipts. 


Finally, state approval has been obtained for the 
designation of school zones on streets adjacent to 
several of Brookline’s elementary schools. If Town 
Meeting approves necessary funds in March, it is 
expected that these zones will be posted by the 
fall of 1972. 


Building Department 


The Building Department is primarily responsible 
for issuing permits for and monitoring of all build- 
ing construction, alterations and demolitions in the 
Town. This broad area of responsibility for the safe- 
ty, quality and zoning conformity of buildings — 
both private and public — is based upon state and 
local standards for structural elements, electrical 
work, plumbing, gasfitting, and all other facets of 
modern building construction. 


In addition, the Building Department receives re- 
ferrals from other Town departments during the 
course of their work. An example of this would be 
the referral of Building Code violations by the 
federally funded Washington Square Code En- 
forcement Program. Another would be the use of 
Building Inspectors to investigate or inspect struc- 
tures at the request of the Rent Control Board, 
Health Department or Fire Department. 


Perhaps the most significant event of 1971 was the 
finalization of the revised Brookline Building Code. 
Based on the international model code of the Build- 
ing Officials and Code Administrators (BOCA), the 
new Brookline Code is scheduled for consideration 
at the 1972 Annual Town Meeting. The new code, 


which will be the basic guide to the Building De- 
partment’s Inspectors, reflects more recent trends 
in engineering and construction. It also satisfies 
state and federal requirements, and it is formulated 
so as to make future code changes less compli- 
cated than in the past. The new code will be an 
essential item in the continuing effort to promote 
quality building construction and improved main- 
tenance on structures throughout the Town. 

During 1971 the Building Department was involved 
in the following volume and types of building 
operations:

Permit fees collected for the above construction 
projects amounted to $7,970.64. 


Board of Examiners 


The Board of Examiners met six times during 1971. 
The meetings consumed many hours of work on 
the part of its members in the preliminary investi- 
gation and personal interview of 23 applicants. Of 
the applicants, 23 received new licenses and of 
these 2 received license certifications lower than 
that which had been requested. During the year 218 
licenses were renewed. 
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In 1971, $678 was received in fees for licenses and 
a total of $240 was reimbursed to the Board and to 
the Clerk. Members of the Board of Examiners wish 
to express their thanks for the cooperation of the 
Building Department. 


The Board is pleased to have been able to render 
this service to the Town. 


PUBLIC WORKS 


Events of major significance in the Brookline Pub- 
lic Works Department in 1971 were: 


e Enactment of the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health's new and proposed Air Pollution 
Control Regulations. The enforcement of these 
regulations closed private incinerators and _ in- 
creased the volume of solid waste refuse to be 
collected by the Town. 


Public Works requested and received monies from 
the Reserve Fund for the purchase of an additional 
collection truck to assist in transporting this ever- 
increasing amount of solid waste refuse to the 
Town’s incinerator and sanitary landfill facility. 


The new regulations concerning particulate matter 
and other emissions seriously affect all existing 
municipal incinerators in the Commonwealth. If 
forced to adhere to the schedule for pollution 
abatement specified by the Department of Public 
Health, most municipalities, including Brookline, 
would be forced to close their facilities for failure 
to meet these proposed stringent emission stan- 
dards. The effect would be to fill the Town’s sani- 
tary landfill at an alarming rate. 


e Acceleration of the Street Lighting Program as 
requested by the Board of Selectmen. Prevention of 
crime and reduction of night accidents are the pur- 
pose of the Five-Year Street Lighting Improvement 
Program approved by the Selectmen early in 1970. 
Replacing 2,200 incandescent lights with mercury 
vapor lights, as well as installing 600 new mercury 
vapor lights, is necessary to achieve this goal. 


Orders for 1,250 mercury vapor lights have been 
placed with the Boston Edison Company. 


Approximately 700 new mercury vapor lights were 
installed during this phase of the program in spite 
of a four-month strike encountered by the Boston 
Edison Company. Nonetheless, arrangements are 
being made with the Boston Edison Company to 
accelerate the light replacements and installations 
so that the program can be completed as quickly 
as possible. 


e Expansion of the sidewalk snowplowing program 
as requested by the Board of Selectmen. The High- 
way Division, as a result of this request, is attempt- 
ing to plow sidewalks on one side of 76 additional 
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streets in the Town. This experimental additional 
sidewalk plowing, an extension of the 75 miles of 
essential plowing, would not have been possible | 
without the assistance of both the Board of Select- | 
men and the Advisory Committee. It was through | 
their joint efforts that monies from Reserve Fund 
were made available to replace four nonoperable | 
sidewalk tractors with modern enclosed tractors, | 
thereby facilitating the implementation of this ex- 
perimental plowing. 


e Acquisition of an innovative refuse vehicle. The 

Highway Division, without success, has tried new 
techniques to prevent and reduce littering in the - 
business areas. | 


Approval of the Board of Selectmen allowing the 
purchase of this novel refuse vehicle, especially 
designed for litter removal, will maintain cleanli-- 
ness in areas where litter is a constant problem. 
Although this refuse vehicle will not reduce the 
volume of debris deposited by “‘litterbugs,” the 
personnel necessary to remove litter will be great- 
ly reduced, and litter removal will be faster and 
more efficient. 


e Expeditious restoration by the Water Division of 
a broken major water main. This ruptured 20 inch 
high service water main in the outbound lane of the 
divided portion of Newton Street opposite the 
Brookline Country Club Golf Course between Clyde 
Street and Grove Street was one of the most seri- 
ous water breaks ever encountered in Brookline. 
Large sections of the roadway were damaged and 
extensive flooding occurred making it necessary to 
reroute traffic. The loss of water with a correspond- 
ing loss of pressure created a very serious problem. 


The rapid closing of water gates not only isolated 
the rupture but it prevented the loss of many mil- 
lions of gallons of water and permitted the Metro- 
politan District Commission to raise the water 
pressure above the Critical range. The isolation of 
the ruptured water main resulted in a loss of water 
to only a few residents, allowed the repairing of the 
water main, the restoring of water service to resi- 
dents, the replacing of the pavement surface, and 
ultimately allowed the normal movement of traffic 
— allin a minimum of time. 


New Refuse Collection Vehicle Will Be 
Utilized in Main Commercial Areas 


e The reconstruction of Babcock Street. The road- 
way surface of this major north-south corridor be- 
tween Harvard Street and Commonwealth Avenue 
was constructed with portland cement concrete 
because of its high strength, durability and aesthe- 
tic value. 

All the sidewalks were either repaired or replaced 
with concrete, water services and gas services 
were replaced, and tree lawns were refurbished 
with grass sod. 

As part of the Town’s street lighting program, 31

new 7,000 lumen mercury vapor lamps were 
mounted on new concrete poles. The combination 
of improved street lighting and the high reflective 
properties of concrete pavement makes this street 
both safer for night pedestrian use, and more 
attractive during the daylight hours. 


The Town’s greatest benefit was in the financing of 
this project since Chapter 90 and federal funds 
from the Mass. E-3 Enforcement Program financed 
the major part of this construction. 


Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery 


The lawns, trees and drives of both cemeteries 
were given their usual care and attention. A new 
Jeep wagon and attached snowplow were pur- 
chased, replacing one that had been in service 
since 1962.

Mr. Russell T. Hastings, who served as a Trustee 
since 1964, retired. He was always conscientious 
in his duties and the Trustees are deeply apprecia- 
tive of his valuable services. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Statistics 


As of September 30, 1971, there were 6,550 stu- 
dents registered in the Brookline Public Schools, 
2,317 of them at the High School. This figure in- 
cludes 185 METCO students, bussed to Brookline 
from their home communities and educated here 
through the use of federal and state funds. Well 
known as one of the most educationally progres- 
sive towns in the country, Brookline accomplishes 
the task of educating all of its pupils for the cost 
of $1.77 per student hour. 


In addition, there were 2,750 registrants for the very 
popular Adult Education courses in the fall; 900 
people remained on the waiting list. 


New Programs 


The new Department of Unified Arts will combine 
several areas into an expanded program to relate 
art, industrial arts, and occupational education. 
This will result in more effective and efficient use 
of the Manual Training Building with no structural 
changes or additional staff. 


The Department of Occupational Education has 
added a Medical Careers curriculum, Warehousing 
as a part of Distributive Education, Communication 
Through Media (on a pilot basis), and a curricu- 
lum in Parks, Forestry, and Conservation Careers. 


Among the new courses at Brookline High School 
beginning in September, 1971, are ‘‘Machine Short- 
hand/Stenograph,” ‘“‘Psychology II’ (on a seminar- 
tutorial basis), ‘“Group Dynamics and Human Be- 
havior,” “The Making of U. S. Foreign Policy,” 
“African Studies,” ‘Politics and Literature,’ and 
“Twentieth-Century America Through Its Media.” 
Nineteen courses have been deleted. 


Brookline has initiated two new programs for ex- 
ceptional children: (1) A class for multiple-handi- 
Capped adolescents began in October of this year, 
Monday through Saturday, from 9:00 a.m. to 4:00 
p.m. (the first effort by any Massachusetts commun- 
ity to provide for adolescents who would otherwise 
be housed in state institutions). Fifty percent of the 
cost of the master teacher for this class will be 
borne by the State Department of Education. (2) A 
pilot program for emotionally disturbed early ado- 
lescents from Boston and Brookline, under the 
auspices of the Boston-Brookline Health Resources 
Organization, funded by the State Department of 
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Education, with Brookline to contribute the services | 
of one full-time teacher. 
There was a summer institute for approximately 25 © 
METCO students, with individual programs planned | 
to meet the specific needs of the students. Tutors 

were students from MIT supported by professionals © 
from Brookline who volunteered their time for the | 
six-week session. 


Through grants from the Carnegie Corporation and | 
the U. S. Office of Education, the Brookline Schools 
and the Harvard Graduate School of Education 
have embarked on a pioneering study of education 
for children from birth to age 4%. The planning 
period of this study — the Brookline Early Educa- 
tion Project, or BEEP — has begun and will con- 
tinue through June, 1972. Several Boston teaching 
hospitals will collaborate, and pediatricians, learn- 
ing specialists, economists, members of local uni- 
versity faculties, and other experts will be drawn in 
as consultants. Parents and local residents trained 
in related fields will serve as members of advisory 
committees. 


Building 

On March 14, the School Committee dedicated the 
High School library, rebuilt after a disastrous fire, 
as the Sylvia K. Burack Library in grateful recogni- 
tion of Mrs. Burack’s contribution to the develop- 
ment of Brookline school libraries during her years 
on the Brookline School Committee (1949-1969). 
The library not only supports course offerings, but 
offers facilities for reading, listening, and viewing 
in the pursuit of independent study. 


Groundbreaking ceremonies for the new Pierce 
School on June 1, 1971, included music by the 
Pierce School band and an introduction of town 
officials, parents, the architect, and the builder. 
The two-story, air-conditioned building will accom- 
modate 675 pupils in kindergarten through grade 
eight when it is completed in 1973. 


On October 13, Town Meeting voted an appropria- 
tion of $2,600,000 for additions and alterations to 
the Lawrence School, a paring of $100,000 from 
the School Committee’s proposed budget. The ar- 
chitectural team for the renovations is Smith, Sel- 
lew & Doherty and Ashley-Myer-Smith. 


Town Meeting also defeated an attempt to rescind 
the $125,000 appropriation for architectural plans 


and specifications for additions and alterations to 
the Devotion School.

Awards and Recognitions

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Sylvia K. Burack and Family View Dedication Plaque in Newly Reconstructed High School Library Named in Her Honor 


Lawrence School for a proposal entitled “Use of 
Literature and Poetry to Teach Mathematics” de- 
veloped by Helen Mcintosh and Iris Feldman; and 
to Brookline High School for a proposal called 
“Film Appreciation: Criticism and Technique” de- 
veloped by Douglas Fulrath and George Viglirolo. 


Joseph Robinson, member of the School Commit- 
tee for over fifteen years, was promoted to the posi- 
tion of General Counsel for the State Department of 
Education in November. In his new responsibility, 
Mr. Robinson will serve as the chief legal adviser 
and authority for all of public education in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. In addition, he 
will be responsible for the development of all leg- 
islation dealing with the public schools. 


The December 17 issue of LIFE Magazine, which 
was devoted to the world of childhood, featured 
pictures and poetry by Brookline schoolchildren 
in an article called “Worlds Only Children Can 
Create.’ Works of students at the Pierce School 
and Runkle School were reproduced. 


Various students won awards in science, mathe- 
matics, technical-vocational education, foreign 
language, business, debate, and chess. 


Athletics 


Seven hundred and thirty-four students out of

were awarded varsity and junior varsity letters or 
freshman numerals in the school year ending June, 
1971. Thirty-six athletic teams were represented. 


Two Brookline varsity teams, wrestling and boys’ 
gymnastics, won Suburban League Championships 
in 1971. Brookline High School students won indi- 
vidual honors in hockey, track, swimming, and 
girls’ golf. 


Services 


Approximately 70 senior citizens daily consume hot 
lunches at the Devotion School, at a cost of only 
50c a person; the remainder of the cost is assumed 
by the state. 


For many years, Brookline has supplied hot lunches 
to all pupils in the Public Schools, including spe- 
cially transported hot lunches to Sewall and Bald- 
win, which have no cafeterias. In the past year, this 
program was expanded to include the parochial 
school, St. Mary’s. The School Committee has es- 
tablished a program of providing free meals or 
meals at reduced prices under the National School 
Lunch Program. Currently, approximately 370 pu- 
pils are receiving these lunches daily, and 90 pupils 
at the Devotion and Lincoln Schools may also get 
a free hot breakfast daily. 


Budget 
At the end of this year, Superintendent of Schools

nd Viewing in the Pursuit of Independent Study 


Robert I. Sperber recommended a budget for 1972 
that represents a record low—an increase of only 
4.2%, excluding salaries, over 1971, the smallest 
percentage increase in recent years—all without 
reducing the quality of classroom instruction, but 
made possible through cutting staff and some serv- 
ices. The new budget also reflected a change in 
format influenced by the adoption of the Planning- 
Programming-Budgeting-System (PPBS), which 
gives teachers, administrators, and citizens the op- 
portunity to compare the costs of programs, pro- 
vides a system for discussing alternative policies, 
sets up an information system that facilitates the 
flow of data for planning and evaluating, and im- 
proves community relations through providing bet- 
ter information about new programs, student ac- 
complishments, and budgetary costs. 


Student Rights and Responsibilities 


In December, the School Committee adopted the 
report of the Committee for Student Rights and Re- 
sponsibilities, composed of administrators, faculty, 
students, and citizen representatives, under the 
chairmanship of School Committeeman Ellsworth 
E. Rosen. The report deals with such subjects as 
methods by which students can initiate change, a 
standing committee to review rules and proced- 
ures, development and evaluation of curriculum, 
student publications, and redress of grievances. 


LIBRARY 


_ Building 

_ At the 1971 Annual Town Meeting funds were voted 
for additions and alterations to the Main Library. 
Construction started in June and should be com- 
_ pleted early in 1973. Despite some inconveniences 
_ to the public and staff, the Main Library remains 
open for service. 


Library Use 


Library use reached a record high. All libraries 
_ with the exception of Chestnut Hill Branch Library 
_ showed an increase in the borrowing of library 
items. The Putterham Branch Library, now ten 
years in its new building, has had a steady growth 
in circulation. 41,995 books were borrowed from 
the Putterham Branch Library in 1962, compared 
with 60,840 books borrowed in 1971. The total num- 
ber of library items circulated from all libraries in 
1970 was 452,966 which represents a gain of 28,558 
over the prior year. 


Library Programs 


The Brookline Library Music Association had its 
usual active year with five concerts. An Opera Gala, 
celebrating the twentieth year of the Association’s 
founding, was a smashing success with over two 
hundred people in attendance. 


A monthly program of film classics began in Oc- 
tober at the Main Library. 


On April 6, the Coolidge Corner Branch Library in 
cooperation with the Council on Aging initiated 
“Senior Cinema,” a weekly Tuesday morning film 
program for senior citizens. Attendance at these 
programs which averaged about fifty people in the 
beginning has continued to increase. 


The Brookline Library Society of Artists had a num- 
ber of exhibits and workshops. Their programs now 
scheduled for Sunday afternoons have attracted 
large audiences. 


There were a number of story hours, film programs, 
two puppet shows, and some special programs for 
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children this year. In August, two craft programs, 
One on collage and the other on making puppets, 
were held at the Coolidge Corner Branch Library. 
The children were delighted with these activities 
and more such programs are being planned. 


The Library continues to provide service to shut- 
ins. Books are delivered to nursing homes and to 
individuals who cannot come to the Library. 


Books and Audiovisual Materials 


The book collection now numbers almost 300,000 
volumes. Recommended minimum standards for 
size of book collection, as cited in “The Public 
Library Trustee,’ Sept. - Dec. 1970 Supp., are 2.5 
to 2.75 volumes per capita for 35,000 - 100,000 pop- 
ulation range. The Brookline Public Library has 
5.26 volumes per capita, twice the recommended 
minimum. The same publication recommends that 
65 percent of the adult books be nonfiction. The 
adult nonfiction collection at the Library is almost 
82 percent of the adult book collection. 


The Library currently receives 32 newspapers and 
almost 700 magazines. 


Telephone directories from major U.S. cities plus 
a number of important business services have been 
added to the reference collection this year. 


A sizable collection of large-print books is also 
available. 


The Library has a collection of 7,000 phonograph 
records, a large number of maps, photographs and 
many prints. 


There is a microfilm reader printer at the Main Li- 
brary for use with the growing collection of periodi- 
cals and newspapers on microfilm. 


Record players are available for listening in the 
Main Library, Coolidge Corner Branch Library and 
will soon be available in the Putterham Branch 
Library and the Chestnut Hill Branch Library. 


The book budget must remain adequate as book 
prices have doubled in the last decade and con- 
tinue to increase. 


PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT 


Planning Board 


The Planning Board has responsibility in four gen- 
eral areas: identifying problems; preparing com- 
prehensive policies and plans to guide the long- 
range development of the Town; studying impact 
of implementation tools, e.g., zoning and urban re- 
newal; and providing advice, information and coor- 
dination to the wide range of Town development 
programs and problems. 


Comprehensive Plan 


Among the numerous projects undertaken this 
year, probably the most important were the review 
and partial revision of the 1959 Comprehensive 
Plan and a significant revision of the Zoning By- 
law. The revised Comprehensive Plan states in 
more detail Town goals, policies, and development 
proposals. Included in the revision are several ele- 
ments not explicitly covered in 1959: policies for 
the natural and cultural environment concerned 
with visual and historic factors; conservation; pol- 
lution of air, water, and sound; and control of flood 
water and wetlands. 


Zoning Amendments 


After several months of review and rewriting, the 
Planning Board proposed and obtained approval 
of sixty important zoning amendments at the Spe- 
cial Town Meeting in December. The amendments 
are aimed at restoring and protecting the existing 
residential qualities of Beacon Street, including the 
architectural quality and visual continuity, while 
permitting controlled development of vacant and 
underdeveloped sites. The more important amend- 
ments include a new residential district, M-2.5, to 
replace the M-4.0 district along Beacon Street, re- 
vised bonus regulations requiring a 20,000 sq. ft. 
minimum lot size for eligibility, and a new environ- 
mental design review process. Of special impor- 
tance, the new amendments offer a floor area 
bonus if a builder constructs low- and moderate- 
income housing. The environmental design review 
process will give the Town additional design con- 
trol over important projects, including all develop- 
ment along Beacon Street, large apartments, large 
office buildings, town houses, gas stations, and 
used car lots. In addition, changes in regulations 
were approved for building setbacks, open space, 
medical offices, signs, parking, and flood plain con- 
trol. 
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The adoption of the zoning amendments was made 
possible only through continuous citizen participa- 
tion since the January 1971 study meetings. Pub- 
lic discussion meetings sponsored by the Council 
for Planning and Renewal and the League of 
Women Voters were instrumental in explaining the 
proposals to Town Meeting Members and inter- 
ested citizens. 


The zoning in other parts of Brookline will come 
under scrutiny during the coming year with Com- 
monweaith Avenue the next priority. 


Strengthening the Tax Base 


Planning consultants RTKL, Inc. were retained in 
1970 to study and analyze the development poten- 
tial of commercial nodes along Beacon Street. 
Based upon meetings with the staff and an ap- 
pointed citizens’ steering committee, RTKL pub- 
lished their final “first phase” report just prior to 
the 1971 Town Meeting. The report estimated po- 
tential development in the realm of 94 million dol- 
lars, and considered alternative proposals and 
implementation techniques for encouraging devel- 
opment of Coolidge Corner, Washington Square, 
and lower Beacon Street. 


Although the Planning Board’s request for addi- 
tional Beacon Street planning funds was rejected 
at the annual Town Meeting, the Board will con- 
tinue to study various proposals in the coming 
year, with the aim of stimulating development in 
business centers of Brookline. 


After preparation by the Planning Board of detailed 
development guidelines, the Selectmen advertised 
for air-rights proposals over the Webster Street 
parking lot in Coolidge Corner. One proposal for 
low- and moderate-income housing and some com- 
mercial space was submitted which also involved 
the adjacent Baptist Church property. 


Capital Improvements Program 


The process of preparing the annual six-year Capi- 
tal Improvements Program has been improved over 
previous years. It now involves maximum fiscal 
limits set by the Board of Selectmen and discussion 
meetings with Town Meeting Members before the 
Town Meeting as well as meetings with Town 
boards and departments. The responsibility of the 
Planning Board is to coordinate and correlate all 
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_ proposed improvements with the Comprehensive 


Plan, and to help schedule them over the six years 
within the fiscal guidelines established by the 
Selectmen. 


| Urban Renewal 


The Planning Board and staff have continued to 
_ work with the Redevelopment Authority on renewal 


proposals in the context of the Town Community 
Renewal Program. The Authority has presented to 
the Board for comment urban design studies for the 
Marsh and adjacent areas and several designs for 


_ the Marsh housing development. After many meet- 


ings, agreement has been reached on the location 
of the pedestrian bridge over Route 9 in Brookline 
Village. 


Private Development 


The Planning and Building Departments jointly re- 
viewed many applications for building permits for 
compliance with the Zoning Bylaw. Some of the 
proposals were also extensively reviewed by the 
Planning Board, with particular emphasis placed on 
site layout, parking, circulation and_ service 
facilities. 


Forty-nine cases were reviewed by the Planning 
Board prior to action by the Board of Appeals. 
Major cases reviewed included proposals for a 15 
story, 224 unit apartment building for low- and 
moderate-income elderly persons and some medi- 
cal office space at 1550 Beacon Street and a 113 
unit apartment building for low-income elderly per- 
sons sponsored by the Brookline Housing Author- 
ity at 86-90 Longwood Avenue. The project at 1550 
Beacon Street was also the subject of a Planning 
Board public hearing under General Laws Chapter 
121A. Financing is being provided by the Massa- 
chusetts Housing Finance Agency. 


Town Building 


The Planning Department continued to provide 
technical assistance to all departments involved in 
land development or building construction. Major 
projects this year included the Town Center, in- 
volving the Pierce School, Main Library extension 
and underground garage, Heath School parking 
studies, Lawrence and Runkle building additions, 
and preliminary studies for the new Lincoln School. 
The Department advised on the designs for the 
reconstruction of Lawton and Kent playgrounds 
and the enlargement and construction of the Brook 
Street playground. 


Open Space 

Brookline and Boston Conservation and Planning 
staffs have met to plan and design a regional path- 
way system extending from the Charles River Basin 
on the north, past Jamaica Pond, through Brook- 
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line, and southward to the upper Charles River. 
The objective is to link the existing public lands by 
means of hiking and bikeway easements. It is be- 
coming increasingly urgent to obtain permanent 
public access to some of this ‘green corridor” be- 
cause of pending development proposals on adja- 
cent private estates and institutions. 


Upon the recommendation of the Planning Board, 
the Board of Selectmen created an Open-Space 
Coordinating Committee composed of representa- 
tives from concerned departments in order to pro- 
vide efficient communication. Mr. Coolidge is the 
Planning Board representative. 


Transportation 


The Planning Director has represented the Town 
on two major regional transportation studies: the 
MBTA Central Area Systems Study, now completed, 
and the Boston Transportation Planning Review, 
the Governor’s restudy of the Boston metropolitan 
area transportation needs. Development of alterna- 
tive routes and modes of travel was the subject of 
the BTPR’s first phase. At its conclusion in Decem- 
ber, the Governor announced that two projects op- 
posed by Brookline would not be studied further: 
the Inner Belt and a route using MDC parkways in 
south Brookline. The second phase will include 
more detailed development and evaluation of alter- 
natives, including several mass transit proposals 
which would benefit Brookline. 


Mr. Mehegan continued to represent the Planning 
Board on the Traffic Advisory Board, which assists 
the Traffic Director on local traffic problems. 


Central Garage 


Consulting architects Symmes, Maini and McKee 
completed their Comparative Site Study, a report 
analyzing two sites for the central DPW garage on 
Town land along Hammond Street. The report com- 
pared costs of site preparation, building construc- 
tion, possible expansion and impact of traffic gen- 
erated. The Planning Board has presented and dis- 
cussed the conclusions of the report with the Board 
of Selectmen, the Park and Recreation Commis- 
sion, and the Conservation Commission. Still to be 
completed by the Planning Department is a report 
describing advantages and disadvantages of all 
site proposals. 


Meetings 


There were seventeen meetings of the Planning 
Board. Planning Board members also attended 
many meetings and conferences with the Select- 
men and other Town agencies, including the Park 
and Recreation Commission, the Redevelopment 
Authority, the School Committee, and the Council 
for Planning and Renewal. 


Redevelopment Authority 


The Brookline Redevelopment Authority underwent 
many changes in 1971. James M. Brown was 
elected to fill the unexpired term of deceased mem- 
ber William H. Burke. Maurice F. Childs, state- 
appointed member, resigned and Phillip Abrams 
was appointed by the Governor for a five-year term. 
David E. Alper, a member of the Authority since 
1962, announced that he would not seek reelection 
at the expiration of his term in March of 1972. 
Sumner J. Chertok resigned as Executive Director 
at the end of August. He had been Director for six 
years, and a member of the Authority for the pre- 
ceding four years. 


The Authority offices were moved from Town Hall 
to 320 Washington Street late in 1971. Meetings 
continue to be held at the Town Hall, however. 


Among the highlights of the year was the final 
closeout of the Farm Project. The Authority was 
able to obtain noncash credits exceeding those 
agreed to in the Cooperation Agreement and the 
Town ultimately received a refund of $106,314. 
When the pedestrian bridge in Brookline Village is 
completed the Town may be eligible for an addi- 
tional $100,000 credit for this Project. The Marsh 
Project will return the remaining $100,000 of the 
total cost of the bridge to the Town. 


The Redevelopment Authority held many meet- 
ings with other Town agencies to finalize plans for 
the pedestrian bridge and by the end of the year 
most of the preliminary planning had been com- 
pleted. 


Sert, Jackson & Associates, architects for the R-1, 
R-2, and A-1 parcel, presented schematics of the 


moderate-income housing proposed for that parcel. — 


These plans were approved and the Authority also 
voted to employ the law firm of Foley, Hoag and 
Eliot to draw up the contract for disposition of the 
housing parcel to the developer, Leatherbee & 
Company. 


Construction was completed in 1971 on the first 
disposition parcel. Hearthstone Insurance Com- 
pany occupies approximately one-half of the avail- 
able office space in the Hearthstone Plaza and em- 
ploys 300 people. In April the Walter Reade Theatre 
opened, followed soon after by the opening of the 
Atrium Restaurant. 


East of the Hearthstone Plaza some less glamorous, 
but equally important, work was completed. Pearl 
Street was widened, providing easier access to the 
parking garage in the Plaza, the theater, and the 
drive-in bank facilities. Sewers and drains were 
reconstructed at the time of street widenings. 


The Authority received notification from the Com- 
monweaith of Massachusetts that the application 
for funds to study the Harvard/Aspinwall area had 
been approved. Survey and planning will begin im- 
mediately upon receipt of the funds and it is antici- 
pated that the entire project will be completed in 
two years. 


Relocation services for the Town’s Pierce School 
Project were provided by the Redevelopment Au- 
thority under a contract with the Town. A similar 
contract has been signed for relocation made 
necessary by the Brook Street playground expan- 
sion program. 


Housing Authority 


The Brookline Housing Authority is elected for the 
purpose of procuring and managing the Town’s 
various types of publicly owned housing units. The 
following summarizes the number and type of units 
under the Authority’s jurisdiction:

TOTAL — In Management and Planning 944 units 
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Multi-Service Senior Centers at Sussman House 
and O’Shea House continue to serve Senior Citi- 
zens both in the housing developments and in other 
areas in the Town. Quarters are made available to 
the Council on Aging by the Housing Authority at 
no Charge. 


Monthly conferences continue to be held with 
social agencies of the Town. Through these confer- 
ences elderly tenants, as well as the youth and 
families in the developments, have been assisted 
in many and varied situations. 


The Housing Authority plays an active role in many 
activities sponsored by Town agencies in all areas. 


| The Adult Education Division schedules interesting 


programs for Senior Citizens. The hot lunch pro- 
gram continues to be available to Senior Citizens 
of the Town through the Brookline School Depart- 
ment and the Multi-Service Senior Centers. 


Quarters for the Pride Sheltered Workshop are 
made available by the Housing Authority at the 
_ O’Shea House. 


_ The Recreation Department provides programs for 


the elderly as well as the youth of the housing de- 
velopments. A morning play group operates daily 
at the High Street development. A program for 
children aged 4-9 is conducted at the same devel- 


| opment, and a teen-age program functions at both 


the High Street and Egmont Street areas. 


TASK (Teen-Agers Serving Kids) is in its third year 
at Egmont Street and was initiated at the Walnut 
Street Apartments during the past year. The stu- 
dents participating in this worthwhile activity are to 


be commended for their civic involvement in assist- 
ing younger children. 


The “summer youth employment” program con- 
tinued during 1971. A new activity, the “Youth 
Center,’’ opened at the Walnut Street Apartments 
staffed by personnel of the Department of Youth 
Resources. 


An on-site social worker is available to all tenants 
for consultation on social, health and economic 
problems. His services continue to be most valu- 
able to the Authority, its tenants and the community 
at large. 


The Brookline Housing Authority and its advisory 
Tenants Council, in conjunction with the various 
tenant associations, continue to work together to 
improve housing conditions and to build good re- 
lationships between the Authority and tenants. The 
tenant associations have participated in the selec- 
tion of priorities for a Modernization Program. 


Building Commission 


The Building Commission, which has charge of the 
construction and alteration of all Town buildings, 
experienced a very busy year in 1971 with some 27 
meetings on Town building projects, approxima- 
ting $20 million in construction costs. Several of 
these sessions naturally involved various Town 
agencies and citizen groups interested in a given 
building project. In addition to meetings and group 
conferences, the Chairman and members spent 
many individual hours on the various components 
of the Town’s Building and Renovation Program. 


Foremost among the Commission’s concerns was 
the beginning of the multifaceted complex in the 


Town Hall Government Center area. This project 
consists of the new Pierce School, Main Library 
addition and alterations, expansion of underground 
parking garage facilities, and an electric power dis- 
tribution system. 


Other projects in which the Commission was in- 
volved in 1971 were: architectural contracts for the 
new Lincoln School; improvements and alterations 
to the Devotion and Lawrence Schools; and the 
much-needed renovations of Fire Stations 1 and 2. 


New Town buildings completed in 1971 included 
the Amory Field House and the park maintenance 
building at Larz Anderson Park. 


Pierce School Demolition in Progress 
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After many years as Chairman of the Board, Ken- 
neth B. Bond, Esq., declined reappointment and 
was replaced by Arthur J. Hanflig. Mr. Bond will 
continue to serve as an Associate Member of the 
Board. 


During 1971 the Board of Appeals held forty-nine 
public hearings: thirty-six involving the Zoning By- 
laws; one, the Building Code; seven, both zoning 
and building; and five requests for modification of 
prior decisions. 


Zoning variances were allowed in twenty-two cases 
and denied in sixteen. The one request for a vari- 
ance under the Building Code was denied. 


Special permits under the Zoning Bylaw were 
granted in five cases and denied in one. 


Two decisions of the Board of Appeals were 
taken to Norfolk Superior Court in 1971. The 
court reversed a 1968 decision by the Board whieh 
would have refused permission to provide required 
parking spaces for an expanded apartment building 
on property located some distance from the build- 
ing. 

A 1971 Board decision, permitting construction on 
a lot deficient by eight square feet, was upheld by 
the court.

HUMAN RESOURCES 


Health Department 


The fundamental goal of the Brookline Health De- 
partment is to improve the quality of life of all those 
living and working in Brookline by keeping them 
free of illness and in the best possible state of phy- 
sical, mental, and social well-being. 


To achieve this goal, the Department functions: 


(1) to reduce real and potential health hazards 
in the ENVIRONMENT; 


(2) to provide certain PERSONAL HEALTH 
SERVICES, such as health education, preventive, 
diagnostic and therapeutic medical and dental 
services, and communicable disease control, and 


(3) to furnish necessary SUPPORTIVE SERV- 
ICES for program implementation. 


During 1971 the Department strengthened its re- 
sources to meet the ever-increasing health-care 
challenges of the 70’s while maintaining and im- 
proving its excellent on-going programs. 


New Resources 


In 1971 the Board of Selectmen created the new 
position of Public Health Administrator, and ap- 
pointed Shepard N. Cohen to this position and to 
the position of Acting Director of Health. 


Dr. H. Richard Nesson, a Brookline resident and 
Medical Director of the Harvard Community Health 
Plan, was elected Chairman of the Department’s 
Advisory Council. Mr. George Houser, who had 
been Chairman for several years, fortunately con- 
tinues as a member of the Council. Other members 
are: Dr. M. Michael Cohen, Mrs. Adele Dronsick, Dr. 
Jonathan E. Fine, and Dr. Leonard Green. 


The Department has assisted in the development 
of the Boston-Brookline Health Resources Organi- 
zation, Inc., a partnership of state and local health 
agencies, health-care providers, and consumers. 
BBHRO was formed to plan for and help assure 
adequate health services for residents of Brookline 
and four adjacent Boston neighborhoods. To rep- 
resent the concerns of Brookline residents in 
BBHRO, the Brookline Health Committee was 
formed. It is simultaneously developing as a broad- 
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ly based citizens’ advisory committee to the Health 
Department. 


Near the end of the year, the Public Health Admin- 
istrator convened representatives of the above and 
other health and health-related agencies in the 
Town to study and plan for changes in the delivery 
of health services to Brookline residents, based on 
current and projected needs and resources. 


Highlights of 1971 


Health Department inspections of food retailers 
and food service establishments were expanded to 
include all stores that sell any food products what- 
soever, and nursing and rest homes. 


In cooperation with the State Pesticide Board, 
Brookline sanitarians inspected all stores selling 
pesticides and ordered the removal of all unregis- 
tered items. 


The program of systematic inspections of private 
dwellings has moved into a new neighborhood un- 
der the Department’s Housing Code Enforcement 
Program. 


The Visiting Nurse Service worked with other Town 
agencies to help many senior citizens continue to 
live independently at home. The Visiting Nurse 
Service provided home health care, health educa- 
tion, and health counseling. 


Due to the decrease in the birth rate, the Visiting 
Nurse Service has found a declining need for its 
Well-Baby services. It is now making plans to re- 
vise its services to meet the changing needs of 
Brookline residents. 


Both the Coronary Risk Screening Program and the 
Glaucoma Screening Clinic continued to serve an 
increasing number of residents. A total of 589 
people from age 22 to the 80’s went through the 
Heart Program, compared to 383 last year, an in- 
crease of 54%. 


In the Glaucoma Clinics a total of 645 residents 
were screened, compared with 579 in 1970. Of 
these, 31 were referred to their ophthalmologist or 
an eye clinic for further testing. 


An analysis of the study of elderly people living 
alone in single houses in Brookline showed that 
they had done an unusually good job of planning 
ahead for emergencies. However, half of those 
replying to the questionnaire requested that a po- 
lice officer check their homes periodically. 


A prototype program of blood lipid screening of 
Grades 7 through 12 for identification of heart dis- 
ease risk factors has been approved by the School 
Committee for implementation in 1972. 


A large number of Town residents and em- 
ployees were served by the Department’s X-ray and 
laboratory facilities which performed 9,932 tests in 
1971. 


A Fire Department lieutenant continued to serve as 
the officer of the Health and Safety Committee 
which is chaired by the Director of Health, and 
which provided surveillance of nursing and rest 
homes, and lodging houses. 


The Brookline Multi-Service Center and the Social 
Security Administration have staff personnel avail- 
able in the Health Center to give information and 
guidance to senior citizens. 


Health Department Dental Clinic Screening Program 
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The first year of the school dental inspection pro- 
gram (Grades K-8) was completed. This was con- 
ducted to find those children in need of dental 
treatment and to provide a monitoring system to 
ensure that needed treatment was received. 


A campaign was successfully conducted to prevent 
rescinding the previous year’s order for fluoridation 
of the Brookline water supply. No action yet has 
been taken on the order by the Town or the M.D.C. 


Another successful series of ‘‘Luncheons for Learn- 
ing’ on current concepts in dental treatment was 
conducted for local dentists under the auspices of 
the Health Department’s Dental Program. 


A study of preventive dental health behavior in 
freshman high school students and their parents 
was conducted in cooperation with the Medical 
Foundation of Boston. The results are now being 
analyzed. 


Three members of the Health Department staff 
serve on the Drug Education Committee of the 
School Department, which has developed an active 
program of drug education. 


In addition to their work in Brookline, many staff 
members are active in their professional organiza- 
tions. The Director of Dental Health was elected 
President of the Massachusetts Public Health Asso- 
ciation. A Department sanitarian was appointed to 
the Board of Health of Revere. The Health Educator 
was appointed by the Governor to the Board of 
Registration of Nursing Home Administrators, and 
was elected Secretary of the Board. The Director 
of Occupational Health was elected to the Board of 
the New England Industrial Medical Association. 


Challenges of the 70’s 


The Town of Brookline has always supported an 
outstanding Health Department. In 1971 it took 
steps to ensure that the Department will remain 
outstanding and be responsive to changing com- 
munity health needs. Although the staff is con- 
cerned and is working to do its part to preserve 
and improve the health of the community, many 
of the solutions to the health problems of the 70’s 
will require more active citizen involvement and 
support than has ever been given before. 


In the 70’s, Brookline faces three major health 
problems: solid waste disposal, housing, and the 
delivery of personal health services. 


Solid waste disposal is already a critical problem. 
When the use of all private incinerators was banned 
on July 1, 1971, Brookline encountered the need to 
find an alternative means of adequate rubbish dis- 
posal. Added to this was the increasingly serious 
problem of unsanitary and illegal disposal of rub- 
bish by residents in their own backyards, in alleys, 
and around commercial dumpsters, complicated by 
a growing complacency about littering. 


A solution will eventually be found for pollution- 
free, effective disposal of solid waste through ad- 
vanced technology. Meanwhile, the Health Depart- 
ment and other Town services will have to cope 
with the problem on a day-to-day basis. No amount 
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of Town inspection services or technology will ever 
substitute for, or be effective without, full citizen 
concern and individual effort. 


Another serious problem is housing. Expanded and 
more effective housing inspection and housing im- 
provement programs are necessary if the unsani- 
tary conditions in low- and moderate-income hous- 
ing are to be improved. Inadequate housing quickly 
leads to other health and social problems, necessi- 
tating a total commitment by the Town. A reevalu- 
ation and reorganization of inspection and redevel- 
opment services must be considered. 


Personal health care, not only in Brookline but 
throughout the United States, has reached a crisis 
stage. Although Brookline is close to one of the 
largest and best concentrations of medical re- 
sources in the world, health care from these re- 
sources is, for too many of Brookline’s population, 
costly, inefficient, inaccessible, and, at times, de- 
grading. The Brookline Health Department recog- 
nizes this problem and accepts its responsibility as 
representing the health concerns of all of the 
people of Brookline, to bring about improvements 
in the delivery of health care. To do this, the Town 
needs more comprehensive, community-based 
health services, better information on available 
health-care resources, a more effective system for 
referrals to appropriate services, improved trans- 
portation, and certain other supportive services. 
Although the Health Department is able and willing 
to change its services and to urge other health- 
care providers to do the same, much of the final 
solution rests with an adequate national health 
insurance program, a fundamental reorganization 
of the existing health-care system, and a greater 
individual responsibility for health maintenance. 


Meanwhile, the Health Department will continue to 
adapt to changing needs. For this it will need the 
active participation of all residents and the whole- 
hearted support of the Town leaders. 


Boston-Brookline Health Resources Organization 


The purpose of the Boston-Brookline Health Re- 
sources Organization (BBHRO) is to be responsive 
to community demands by assuring an integrated, 
comprehensive health-care services delivery sys- 
tem that is available to all residents of the Massa- 
chusetts Planning Area 629. This planning area in- 
cludes the Town of Brookline and the Boston neigh- 
borhoods of Brighton-Allston, Mission Hill-Back 
Bay, and Jamaica Plain. The area has a population 
of about 200,000. 


Membership in BBHRO is open to all residents of 
the area through membership in neighborhood 
health committees. Consumer representatives hold 
two-thirds of the seats on the Board of Directors. 
The Brookline Health Committee is the neighbor- 
hood committee in the Town. Representatives of 
agencies and institutions providing health care 
hold the remaining one-third of the Directors’ 
seats. 


BBHRO is an aggressive health planning agency. 
It is concluding negotiations with the Health Plan- 
ning Council for Greater Boston to be the delegate 
health planning agency for Area 629. 


1971 Developments 


The Health Resources Organization was incorpo- 
rated on January 5, 1971. It secured initial year 
commitments of support in the amount of $25,000 
from each of four governmental units. The Town 
Meeting appropriated $25,000 in 1971; other com- 
mitments are from the City of Boston and the Com- 
monwealth Departments of Public Health and Men- 
tal Health. 


On November 29, Mr. R. Hopkins Holmberg began 
work as Executive Director of BBHRO. Mr. Holm- 
berg has extensive background in health planning 
as a consultant and has headed a research founda- 
tion capability which worked for the federal gov- 
ernment in developing the basic concepts involved 
in health planning. As a private citizen, he has 
considerable experience in community activities. 


Major Activities 


BBHRO will be the corporate home for the develop- 
ment of the Boston-Brookline School for emotion- 
ally disturbed children. This school will meet the 
needs of emotionally disturbed children locally and 
avoid the sometimes ineffective process of sending 
these children to residential schools located in 
other states. 


BBHRO is heavily involved in the development of 
lead paint poisoning and alcoholism programs for 
Brookline and adjacent areas of Boston. It is work- 
ing to assure the best use of the Public Health 
Service’s Marine Hospital in Brighton. Strengthen- 
ing and expanding the capabilities of neighborhood 
health centers is part of BBHRO’s work. 


BBHRO is working with the Brookline Health Com- 
mittee and the Brookline Health Department to de- 
velop more definitive ways of assessing the health 
situation of the residents of Brookline and planning 
for and, as necessary, improving the situation. 
BBHRO has been located, temporarily, in office fa- 
cilities provided by the Brookline Health Depart- 
ment. In early 1972, the BBHRO staff will be ex- 
panded and will relocate in new office facilities. 


Human Relations Commission 


In fulfilling its function which began in May 1971, 
the Brookline Human Relations Commission and its 
Executive Director have spent countless hours in 
formal meetings, consultations and deliberations. 
Even though we failed to achieve some of our ob- 
jectives, we learned many valuable lessons and 
exerted many fruitful efforts. 


Most of the smaller issues that came before the 
Commission were either resolved at once, or were 
referred to other government agencies such as the 
Massachusetts Commission Against Discrimina- 
tion, the State Welfare Department, the Public 
Health Department, and Senior Citizens’ groups. 


During early August there was a problem that in- 
volved the Longwood Cricket Club and the Boston 
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branch of the NAACP. This difficulty centered 
around the Annual Tennis Tournament at which 
players from South Africa were scheduled to par- 
ticipate. Through negotiations between the parties 
concerned a major confrontation was avoided, and 
all parties involved expressed appreciation to the 
Brookline Human Relations Commission for its 
assistance in a time of potential trouble. 


A new format and design for Capital Improvement 
with relation to housing and the more effective use 
of affirmative action in employment in the form of 
a Manpower Development Program is off the “draw- 
ing board” and is ready for a feasibility study. This 
program is unique for any suburb or its Human 
Relations Commission and offers great possibili- 
ties. 


The Executive Director held a series of meetings in 
an individual field effort to establish better com- 
munication with the Black people of Roxbury, from 
leaders to the grassroots. An attempt was made to 


survey general attitudes regarding living, working, 


or being educated in Brookline, and also informing 
the people there of the fact that a Human Relations 
Commission exists in Brookline. 


In the fall, the Executive Director held periodic 
meetings with small groups of Brookline residents 
in their homes. These meetings were held in order 
to take the Commission’s programs to the towns- 
people and to seek their advice. 


Staff Recruitment 


The need during the summer months was for 
people knowledgeable in human relations pro- 
grams and competent to do research on affirma- 
tive action programs. At least four hours per day 
were spent on in-house training sessions and data 
interpretation. 


The Human Relations Commission submitted a pro- 
posal for funding staff positions under the Federal 
Emergency Employment Act, and funding was 
granted to establish the jobs of Affirmative Action 
Coordinator and Community Organizer. 


In December, the Commission held an orientation 
session on Affirmative Action for department heads 
of the Town. Assisting the Director in conducting 
this session were the industrial relations directors 
of Honeywell and Raytheon. 


Individual citizens of the Town have been helped 


with numerous problems. Young persons in high 
school or college have been given guidance when- 
ever they soughNt it. 


In view of the establishment of the Town’s bylaw 
legislating Affirmative Action in education, housing 
and employment, a substantial amount of the 
Commission’s programs should be devoted to com- 
munity education activities. It is the intent of the 
Commission at this point in time to get the 
churches and civic groups in the area deeply in- 
volved in this process. The Brookline Plan is a 
thoroughly democratic and representative plan. 
The job of improving relations between the various 
religious, social, racial and ethnic groups in 
Brookline cannot be done solely by the Human Re- 
lations Commission — this requires the concerted 
effort of the entire community. 


The Commission has followed the recommenda- 
tions of the Committee on Urban Responsibilities 
quite closely. By its action, the Town proved wrong 
those who say nothing ever happens after a Com- 
mission report. 
Future plans of the Commission include: 

a) Establishment of a high school Human Rela- 
tions Committee. 

b) The printing of a Human Relations Handbook 
for students. 

c) A program that interprets the institution of 
law. 

d) Developing an overall education program for 
the Town with seminars in empathy training and 
simulation games. 


Youth Resources Council 


In August the Board of Selectmen appointed Mr. 
Joseph F. McCormack as the new Director of the 
Division of Youth Resources. 


During 1971, the Division of Youth Resources 
more than doubled its program and activities. The 
department has four full-time workers. The full- 
time employees are the Director, one female and 
one male detached youth workers, and a secretary- 
receptionist. The eleven part-time workers are 
used to help supervise and counsel youth at the 
youth centers. One part-time worker is in charge of 
Jobs for Youth. In addition to the above, the Divi- 
sion had the capable assistance of seven students 
from nearby colleges and universities. Four stu- 
dents were here on practicum, one was an intern 
and the others were on work-study. The Division of 
Youth Resources also has the services of five 
experienced and competent volunteers who offer 
their time in our youth centers.

In 1971 the ‘Blue Door,” the youth center at 316 
Washington Street, was closed due to lack of 
attendance. More adequate facilities were sought. 
With the cooperation of the American Legion, 
Brookline Post #11, this Division was able to 
open a new center at 24 Pleasant Street. The 
American Legion House offered a perfect facility 
for young people to gather. It is open Wednes- 
day, Thursday, and Friday evenings from 7-11 p.m. 
This facility has far exceeded our expectations. It 
is not uncommon to have 125 young people on a 
Friday evening at the center. 


Another youth center was opened at the High 
Street Housing Development. During the year the 
program was expanded, due in part to a survey 
conducted by this agency at the housing develop- 
ment. There is a variety of activities to choose from 
within the center. Youth Resources personnel are 
in attendance to supervise and to provide counsel- 


ing services should the need arise. Young people 
have a voice in running the center and parents are 
encouraged to be involved in the program. 


Youth Resources, in cooperation with the Park and 
Recreation Commission and the Lincoln School 
PTO, has opened a recreational center for elemen- 
tary school students. The center tentatively will be 
opened three evenings a week from 6:30 to 9:00 
p.m. Youth Resources looks forward to expanding 
to more centers, in other areas of Brookline. 


The detached street worker program is a valuable 
asset to the Division and to the Town. This past 
year workers were assigned to help alleviate the 
tension between young people and the business 
merchants in the Coolidge Corner area. After this 
move was made the number of calls to the police 
in the area was diminished greatly. The workers 
were able to form a solid relationship with the youth 
in this area. 


During the summer detached workers continued to 
work with youth on the streets, in the parks, and 
other favorite gathering spots. The youth workers 
helped young people plan cookouts and beach 
trips. One of the favorite gathering places for youth 
and staff were the weekly cookouts at Larz Ander- 
son Park. Eleven cookouts and twelve beach trips 
were held for a total of 656 youths. 


This past year the Division cosponsored with the 
Public Schools of Brookline, a drug survey which 
was conducted by the Medical Foundation of 
Boston. The first report was entitled “Drug Usage 
Among School-Age Youth in the Town of Brook- 
line.’ This initial report will be followed by at least 
two more detailed reports.

To broaden community support every tax-exempt 
institution was contacted in the Town of Brookline. 
A letter was sent out informing these institutions of 
the Division’s work and requesting from them as- 
sistance in dealing with the problems of youth. 
Many responded by offering their facilities for use 
for conferences, retreats, and activities that interest 
youth. Some of the institutions’ staff offered their 
professional services. 


In September, the Youth Advisory Council was re- 
activated. A committee of young people was formed 
to seek ways of bringing together a permanent, 
viable representative group of young people to 
form the Council. The young people drew up their 
own agenda and conducted their own meetings at 
Cardinal Cushing College and the Selectmen’s 
Hearing Room at the Town Hall. 


The Hot Line provided a valuable service to the 
youth of Brookline. High school students volun- 
teered their services manning the phones seven 
nights a week. It was young people helping other 
youth work through their problems by giving valu- 
able information and making referrals. This service 
has been discontinued due to a decrease in calls 
and the availability of other established Hot Lines 
in the areas surrounding Brookline. 


Mrs. Freshman, who is in charge of Jobs for Youth, 
found employment for many youths of Brookline, 
who were referred to her from local schools, hous- 
ing authorities, welfare agencies, hospitals and 
other community agencies. 


This agency expects to be deeply involved in the 
planning and implementation of the 4-C Program 
(Community Coordinated Child Care) by providing 
support in the form of material and personnel. 


Council on Aging 


The Council on Aging members serve as visible and 
articulate spokesmen for elderly residents — 
seeking for them the respect and wholehearted co- 
operation of the townspeople. 


The program provided by the Council on Aging, 
through its Multi-Service Senior Centers, provides 
a notable example of successful action resulting 
from cooperation among federal, state, and local 
agencies both public and private. Staff people from 
many and varied government and voluntary agen- 
cies consult with the Multi-Service Senior Centers 
staff regarding the delivery of services to the 
elderly. 


During 1971, the Multi-Service Senior Centers at 
Sussman House, 50 Pleasant Street, and at O’Shea 
House, 61 Park Street, have provided a greatly 
expanded program of concerted services (social, 
health, educational, etc.) for the elderly tenants of 
these public housing projects as well as for the 
elderly residents of the surrounding neighbor- 
hoods. 


Each weekday, in cooperation with the School De- 
partment, the Multi-Service Senior Centers pro- 
vide a nutritious hot lunch, with sociability and 
community programs, to a large group of elderly 
persons (averaging 70 daily), most of whom live in 
lodging houses. 


In March, 1971, the Governor’s Planning Commis- 


sion cosponsored, with the Council on Aging, a 
pre-White House Conference on Aging for the 
metropolitan Boston area at O’Shea House. Mrs. 
Louise Castle was chairman of the all-day confer- 
ence. Mrs. Evelyn Greenman, appointed by Govern- 
or Sargent to be a delegate to the White House 
Conference on Aging, was also invited by the Sec- 
retary of Health, Education and Welfare to serve 
on a national task force to plan for the November 
White House Conference in Washington. 


In April, 1971, the Council on Aging extended in- 
formation, referral and counseling service part- 
time to the Health Center, 11 Pierce Street. Each 
Friday morning, the information desk becomes a 
contact station for persons with Social Security or 
Medicare problems, through the cooperation of the 
Boston Social Security office, which supplies a 
staff person. 


In June, 1971, five local nursing homes contributed 
funds in addition to Town funds to share with the 
Council on Aging the costs of hiring a Coordinator 
of Volunteers to visit shut-ins. 


The main thrust of the Council on Aging has been 
to help Brookline’s elderly residents continue to 
live independently in their own homes. The value 
of this kind of organized home care is reflected in 
the paring of costs for institutional health care, and 
in preventing the emotional heartbreak of institu- 
tional living.

Veterans’ Services 


The Department of Veterans’ Services is mandated 
by Chapter 115, as amended, of the General Laws 
of Massachusetts to provide financial assistance to 
the veteran and his dependents who are in needy 
circumstances. The benefits cover living expenses, 
in accordance with the state budget, plus medical 
needs. One-half of all funds expended for benefits 
is returned to the Town by the state. 


Under Chapter 493 of the Acts of 1954, an assign- 
ment must be taken in all cases where need is the 
result of an accident and litigation is pending, to 
enable reimbursement to the Town and state. Chap- 
ter 483, passed in 1966, makes possible financial 
assistance to dependents of servicemen presently 
in uniform. This gives immediate assistance to 
families of men called into the service, prior to the 
receipt of allotment. 


Due to the large number of discharged veterans, an 
increased case load, and unemployment and rising 
costs, the appropriation for the Department is con- 
stantly on the upswing. Each application for finan- 
cial assistance is carefully and thoroughly investi- 
gated, and unannounced investigations are made 
to keep constantly informed of any changes in a 
client’s circumstances. Every effort is made to 
assist the veteran find employment, apply for edu- 
cational benefits and get on-the-job training. He is 
informed of the benefits available to him from the 
state and national governments.

Administration facilities, hospitals and outpatient 
clinics in the area is very advantageous to the 
Town. Along with Veterans Administration applica- 
tions for hospitalization and outpatient treatment, 
we complete and follow through to final determina- 
tion requests for compensation, nonservice con- 
nected pensions and dependent parent pensions. 
Many veterans, widows and parents of deceased 
servicemen are now receiving benefits that they 
were unaware they were eligible for. 


Memorial Day exercises and a parade were held 
on Monday, May 31, 1971, in accordance with 
changed federal and state law. Fitting exercises 
were conducted at the two monuments and three 
cemeteries. Joining with the veterans’ organiza- 
tions and their auxiliaries were the United States 
Army, Marines, Coast Guard, Army Reserves, Po- 
lice and Fire Departments, St. Mary’s Drill Team, 
Boy and Cub Scouts. The entire group was led by 
the Chief Marshal and Staff, followed by the Board 
of Selectmen and members of the General Court. 
As usual, the Brookline High School Band was in 
the lead. All graves of veterans interred in Brook- 
line cemeteries were appropriately decorated. 


Every veterans’ organization is represented in the 
Allied Veterans Council which meets frequently 
throughout the year. Veterans’ quarters, employ- 
ment, housing, and civil service are among the 
many problems discussed at the meetings. 


Rent Control Board 


The Rent Control Board began its first full year of 
operation still mired in litigation and prohibited by 
the courts from using its full powers to enforce the 
rent control laws. On February 10, 1971, the 
Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts upheld 
the constitutionality of the general and special rent 
control laws and the Board thereupon assumed its 
full legal functions. Faced with a large backlog of 
unresolved problems accumulated during the peri- 
od of enforced inactivity, the Board’s immediate 
aims were as follows: to clarify the meaning and 
effect of the laws for residents of the Town; to 
promulgate regulations and establish standard 
forms and operating procedures; to compile rec- 
ords of rents and services for all apartments under 
the Board’s jurisdiction; to begin processing land- 
lord and tenant applications for rent adjustments; 
and to investigate and prosecute violations of the 
law. 


After a public hearing, the Board adopted regula- 
tions and subsequently made a Town-wide mailing 
to publicize the various aspects of rent control. 
The Board notified landlords of rent controlled 
buildings that they were required to register their 
property with the Board and that failure to do so 
would result in prosecution. Registration forms 
were computerized and used subsequently in ana- 
lyzing and promulgating rent adjustments. 


Criminal complaints were sought against landlords 
who failed to register, and compliance was gener- 
ally achieved without the necessity of prosecution. 
The Board did, however, prosecute a number of 


criminal cases for nonregistration and other viola- 
tions throughout the year. 


In February the Board held its first rent adjustment 
hearings and continued through most of the year 
to hold such hearings, as well as eviction hearings, 
two or three nights a week. Because of the large 
amount of Board and staff time consumed by the 
hearings, the difficulty of processing the more than 
600 outstanding adjustment cases with the requi- 
site speed, and the need for limited adjustments for 
a large number of apartments, the Board held pub- 
lic hearings relative to a general adjustment or 
class adjustment of maximum rents. Using informa- 
tion gathered at these hearings as well as studies 
conducted by the Rent Control staff, the Board 
evaluated at length a variety of factors involved in 
a general adjustment. On July 19 the Board 
adopted what is now Rent Control Regulation §13: 
General Adjustment of Rents. 


Under the regulation, the maximum rents for 6,106 
apartments were adjusted, effective August 1, and 
all landlords and tenants receiving an adjustment 
were sent individual notifications of their rents. 
Additional adjustments were scheduled to become 
effective October 1, 1971, November 1, 1971, and 
January 1, 1972, but the imposition of the federal 
price freeze brought confusion once again to the 
status of rent control in the Town (although the 
Board continued to hear and decide individual 
cases). As of December 1, 1971, the Rent Control 
Board was authorized to resume its full powers and 
it has done so. 


NATURAL RESOURCES AND RECREATION 


Park and Recreation Commission 


Major changes in the makeup of the Park and Rec- 
reation Commission caused by the untimely and 
sudden death of Mr. Michael Stein, and by the 
resignations of Mr. William Doherty and Mr. James 
Powers, caused a period of readjustment and learn- 
ing. However, preserving and improving treasured 
open space for the recreation and refreshment of 
Brookline citizens continues as our major goal. 
The following new Commissioners were appointed 
to fill the above vacancies: Mrs. Jane Moss, Mr. Sol 
Smith, Mr. James Segel. 


The Commission is committed to the upgrading of 
older parks and playgrounds with the Kent and 
Lawton playgrounds ready for reconstruction. The 
redesign and enlargement of the Brook Street play- 
ground and the Pierce playground are about to go 
on the drawing board. Neighborhood involvement 
from the beginning of the planning process has 
proved very worthwhile. 


In 1971 the Park and Recreation Commission was 
awarded the Boston Herald-Traveler — H. P. Hood 
and Sons Award for Recreational Excellence, thus 
joining five other Massachusetts communities in 
attaining this honor. Cited for recreation programs 
for young and old alike, Brookline received acco- 
lades for its programs for the Retarded, the Golden 
Age Club and for excellent year-round recreational 
facilities. The Herald was greatly impressed by the 
Physical Education-Recreation facility on Tappan 
Street. The newspaper also underlined the fact that 
Brookline has 650 acres of playground area as well 
as the Larz Anderson Skating Rink and the Brook- 
line Town Pool. The Herald applauded Brookline’s 
continuing efforts for improvement upon excel- 
lence. 


The Park Division’s new maintenance building was 
finally realized. The building was completed and 
opened for service in December of 1971. This build- 
ing will greatly alleviate the many work problems 
of the department. 


The Putterham Meadows Golf Course and the An- 
derson Park Skating Rink continue to be extremely 
popular. Both facilities help pay for themselves. 


Interest and participation in the hockey programs 
continued to increase. Also, a new class in be- 
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ginners’ ice-skating was inaugurated in 1971 and 
was very popular. 


This year’s Brookline Open Tennis Tournament 
proved to be the largest and most successful 
tournament the Town has ever had. The tourna- 
ment was played primarily at Beacon and Amory 


playgrounds on the clay courts. Men and women ~ 


from all over eastern Massachusetts participated in 
the Labor Day weekend tournament, with some of 
the top-ranking men’s singles players participating. 


Membership in the Golden Age Club continues to — 


increase, with over 1,700 members presently en- 
rolled. Weekly special events are popular, in addi- 
tion to the group activity programs in the communi- 
ty rooms of the various housing units for the elderly. 


Programs at the Soule and Eliot Day Camps were 
expanded, with over 240 children aged from 4 to 
13 taking part. Increased emphasis was placed on 
musical and dramatic programs in addition to regu- 
larly scheduled activities. 


The Commission, in cooperation with the School 
Department, received a $5,000 grant for additional 
summer staff to work with the mentally handi- 
Capped and to purchase a new ranch wagon for the 
program. A new pilot project in cooperation with 
the School Department for young adolescent re- 
tardates began in October. The class is held Mon- 
day through Saturday from 9:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. at 


the Beacon Field House. The program, while pro- — 


viding a learning and recreation experience, also 
makes it possible for the children to live at home. 
Funds for the Recreation Leader were obtained 
through the Emergency Employment Act. 


Swimming pool personnel tested and gave 4 les- 
sons to all the 4th grade students in the elementary 
school. Of the 477 tested, 357 passed the Red Cross 
Beginners Swimming Test. 


The high school kindergarten class also began a 
program in the pool with swimming pool personnel 
directing the swimming activity and the mothers of 
the children and high school student volunteers 
assisting. This experiment was successful and it 
will be carried on in the future.

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Tree Planting Committee 


Removal and disposal of dead and diseased trees 
continue to consume a substantial part of our time 
and budget. With a backlog of 215 large dead tree 
butts left standing from last year and with heavy 
losses during the summer, it wasn’t until late in the 
year that we were able to catch up. 


We were pleased to obtain approval by the Select- 
men of the purchase of a log chipper, capable of 
grinding into chips logs greater than 20 inches in 
diameter. With this new equipment the Town will 
not be forced into unfavorable contracts for the 
future removal of such trees. 


Early in the year the Tree Planting Committee, with 
Mr. Warren and Mr. Collins, made a special field 
trip to discuss Dutch Elm Disease spraying pro- 
grams and chemicals with experts of the Research 
Department of the Massachusetts Audubon Society 
of the Waltham Field Station. As a result of these 
investigations it was decided to restrict our spray- 
ing program to one application of methoxychlor as 
a dormant spray in early spring. The foliage spray 
program was abandoned in favor of a program 
limited to repression of insect infestations of a 
serious nature. Fortunately there were very few 
such occurrences and the very heavy infestation of 
oak leaf skeletonizers that hit the Town in October 
1970 did not materialize again this year. 


In September, after 22 years of service, Mr. Gard- 
ner resigned as Chairman of the Tree Planting 
Committee. During this period, despite the increas- 
ing pressure of population and pollution, Brook- 
line’s tradition of care of its roadside trees has 
been continued unabated. The Town owes a debt 
of gratitude to Mr. Gardner for his dedicated serv- 
ice and his willingness to continue on as a member 
of the Committee. Hamilton Coolidge was elected 
the new Chairman and Dr. James Faulkner, 
Secretary. 


Replacement planting has continued as rapidly as 
funds allowed. It is the Committee’s hope to put an 
increasing emphasis on the planting program next 
year. With the cooperation of the Selectmen’s 
Office and the assistance of the Conservation 
Commission, a demonstration planting was com- 
pleted of 14 red oak trees on Beacon Street just 
west of Washington Square. Forty children from the 
Driscoll School attended the ceremonies. 
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In an effort to increase the program’s scope, the 
Tree Planting Committee has requested that a war- 
rant article in the amount of $47,500 be presented 
to the 1972 Town Meeting. This sum should enable 
us to plant replacement trees in key areas of the 
Town which have suffered particularly heavy losses 
in recent years: Beacon Street, Harvard Street, 
School Street, Washington Street and Brookline 
Avenue. 


We note with deep regret the death of Mr. Henry W. 
Minot on April 30, 1971, a dedicated member of the 
Tree Planting Committee from 1957 to 1969. 


There were 278 trees of nine different species 
planted throughout the Town. Also, 20 red oak 
trees were planted in the new Code Enforcement 
area, of which the federal government paid two- 
thirds of the cost. 


As part of the pruning rotation program, a contract 
was awarded and pruning was accomplished on 11 
streets. However, in order to assist the Forestry 
Division, the contractor also removed some 215 
butts.

'The most significant Conservation Commission 
project in 1971 was the initiation and development 
of a plan for a new urban linear greenbelt park. 
Such a park, running from Jamaica Pond on the 
‘north along the Boston/Brookline boundary and 
then the Boston/Newton boundary to the Charles 
River, was jointly conceived by the Conservation 
Commissions of Brookline and Boston. The green- 


belt would extend the present park strip which be- 


gins at the Charles River Basin and flows up Muddy 


River to Leverett and Jamaica Ponds southward to 
create a Charles-to-Charles park corridor. Brook- 
line’s Selectmen warmly endorsed the project, and 
the September Town Meeting overwhelmingly sup- 
ported going forward with joint open space plan- 
ning with the Cities of Boston and Newton: 


“The Town of Brookline recognizes the necessity 
and desirability of the preservation and extension 
of urban green space for the benefit of its inhabi- 
tants and those of surrounding communities. 
The Town of Brookline supports cooperative 
open space planning with the Cities of Boston 
and Newton, particularly with respect to lands at 
or near common boundaries, in furtherance of 
this principle.” 


The idea of a new greenbelt drew immediate inter- 
est from the state’s Department of Natural Re- 
sources, the Metropolitan District Commission, the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council, and from 
many private citizens. The preliminary work of 1971 
will be the basis of a 1972 plan upon which an 
application for federal and state funds could be 
based. 


A choice piece of open space adjacent to Jamaica 
Pond was threatened with high-rise development, 
but community action was able to thwart the plan. 
The so-called Cabot Estate (located in Boston on 
the Brookline line adjacent to the Brookline hospi- 
tal) was saved by the vigilance of groups in Ja- 
maica Plain and, in significant part, by Brookline 
Selectmen and the Conservation Commission. 
Selectman Sumner Z. Kaplan and Conservation 
Commission Chairman Francis X. Meaney served 
on a task force probing the matter for a report to 
Mayor White of Boston. The Mayor accepted the 
report’s recommendation that high-rise rezoning 
be denied and an effort be made to preserve at 
least a major part of the 22.8 acre site for conser- 
vation purposes. 


In another instance of open space concern, sug- 
gestions were made during 1971 that a part of Dane 
Park be used for construction of a town garage. 
The Conservation Commission vigorously opposed 
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Conservation Commission 


this proposal, citing the obvious fact of irreplace- 
ability of the public parkland. The Commission pro- 
posed that other nonpark sites be studied. 


In another major project of 1971, the Conservation 
Commission, working closely with the Tree Planting 
Committee, has been developing a plan to regreen 
Beacon Street, which has been hard hit with dying 
elms. In the past few years, more trees have been 
dying from disease, storm damage, urban pressure, 
salt suffocation, and old age than have been re- 
placed. This year a major effort was made to re- 
verse this trend. The program is expected to 
accelerate during 1972. 


The Commission sponsored a spring bird walk on 
Audubon Saturday in May as well as spring and fall 
guided tours through the Commission’s D. Blakeley 
Hoar Natural Area (behind the Baker School). The 
planting program continued at the Hoar Natural 
Area under the guidance of Mr. Robert Hebb, 
Assistant Horticulturist at the Arnold Arboretum, 
consultant to the Commission. 


Several experimental programs of recycling paper, 
bottles, and cans were undertaken by the Commis- 
sion in continuing efforts to develop a program 
suitable to a large municipality such as Brookline. 
The Selectmen adopted as Town policy a Com- 
mission proposal to purchase paper products 
utilizing recycled materials, thus helping to in- 
crease the demand for recycled paper. The Select- 
men then publicized this program throughout the 
state and urged other communities to follow suit. 


Cross-country skiing came to Brookline as the Con- 
servation Commission opened up the Putterham 
Meadows golf course to winter use with a cross- 
country ski rally in midwinter. The Park and Recre- 
ation Commission responded favorably by welcom- 
ing cross-country skiers during all daylight hours 
through the balance of the winter. 


On Earth Day 1971 the Commission sponsored a 
wide range of activities keyed to developing citizen 
awareness of the ecological problems facing 
Brookline. An “‘eco-walk”’ along the banks of Lev- 
erett Pond demonstrated the specific environmen- 
tal concerns of an urban area. 


All of the activities of the Commission during 1971 
were completely conducted by volunteers. At year 
end the Commission engaged a consultant whose 
job it would be to broaden citizen involvement in 
the environmental affairs of Brookline. Expanded 
conservation programs through greater volunteer 
participation are anticipated in 1972.

Comptroller 


The office of the Comptroller continued to experi- 
ence an increasing work load. Credit is due to 
employees who are willing to extend themselves 
to get the job done. 


The usefulness of the computer installation is con- 
stantly being widened and extended to numerous 
municipal operations. Brookline’s computer and 
the role it plays in our operation are second to none 
in the commonwealth. The following is a partial 
list of major functions converted to the computer: 
payroll, appropriation accounting, real estate and 
personal property taxes, resident and voter lists, 
water billing, dog owner lists, retirement payroll 
and security listing, code enforcement, school-state 
reports, traffic violations, mailing labels, residents’ 
statistics, and employee data for Personnel Board 
studies. 


In this connection, as we seek fuller implementa- 
tion of the computer, our Senior Programmer is 
conferring with all department heads to review 


applications presently converted to the computer; 
to ascertain if we are meeting the needs of the 
various departments; and to better assist depart- 
ments through other means of computerization. 


It is expected that the aforementioned survey will 
improve existing operation and establish future 
goals for computer equipment. The survey should 
also produce meaningful data to determine whether 
or not the present installation should be upgraded 
from a card-oriented system to one using tape or 
disks. 


In 1972 it will again be necessary to seek public 
bids for computer equipment, under the provisions 
of General Laws Chapter 40, Section 4, which 
authorizes towns to contract for lease or purchase 
of data processing equipment for periods not in 
excess of five years. Brookline will have had its 
installation, in house, for five years in September, 
1972.

ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, APRIL 27, 1971 


Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen, served according to law upon the 
inhabitants of the Town of Brookline by a Constable of said Town, and written 
notices sent by the ‘Town Clerk at least seven days before the day of the meeting 
to the ‘flown Meeting Members qualified to act in ‘l'own meetings in Brookline 
under the provisions of Chapter 43A of the General Laws, as amended, accepted 
by the Town of Brookline, March 10, 1942, the Town Meeting Members, so quali- 
fied, met at the High School Auditorium in said Town, on ‘l'uesday, the twenty- 
seventh day of April, 1971 at half past seven in the evening. 

Lists of duly qualified ‘own Mecting Members were used at the entrances to 
the mecting place and were in charge of Edward Fahey, Edward Kelly, Robert 
Breen and Floyd Collins, checkers, who were sworn to the faithful performance 
of their duties by the Town Clerk. ‘The list contained the names of two hundred 
seventy-three (273) ‘own Meeting Members qualified to participate in and vote 
in ‘lown meetings in Brookline. No ‘l’own Meeting Member was allowed within 
the rail until his name had been checked on the list.

The first verse of “The Star Spangled Banner’ was sung by the audience 
accompanied at the piano by Robert I. Sperber, Superintendent of Schools. 

Invocation by Rabbi Manuel Saltzman, of Congregation Kehillath Israel, in 
Brookline. 

The Moderator requested the ‘Town Meeting Members to remain standing 
in respect to the members and former members who died since the last Annual 
Town Meeting.

In accordance with the vote passed at the Recessed Annual ‘Town Mecting 
on April 29, 1971, the ‘Town Meeting Members met at the High School Audi- 
torium on Wednesday, May 5, 1971 at half past seven in the evening. 

Mr. Joseph Egan replaced Robert Breen as a checker and he was sworn to the 
faithful performance of his duties by the ‘Town Clerk. 

No Town Meeting Member was allowed within the rail until his name had 
been checked on the list. 

At forty minutes after seven o’clock the checkers reported that one hundred 
sixty-eight (168) names of ‘own Meeting Members had been checked, or more 
than one half of all Town Meeting Members qualified, and the Town Clerk re- 
ported a quorum was present. 

‘The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Justin L. Wyner. 

Esther Saloman was appointed to act as Assistant Moderator in the lower room 
for the overflow people in attendance. She was sworn to the faithful performance 
of her duties by the ‘l'own Clerk. 

On motion of Jacques M. Dronsick, Chairman of the School Committee, it 
was: 

Voted: If the discussion and votes on Rent Control have not been concluded 
by 9:30 P.M. this evening, that Articles 10-17 of the Annual ‘Town Meeting, con- 
cerning the Public Schools, shall be deferred to the first order of business on ‘Thurs- 
day, May 6, following the completion of any Article then pending before the Town 
Meeting or any other rent control Article or rent budget. 


Firty-THIRD ARTICLE, '!’0 see if the town, pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 
842 of the Acts of 1970, will revoke its acceptance of that act, and will amend the 
by-law adopted by the town under article two of the special town meeting of Sep- 
tember 29, 1970, by substituting therefor the following by-law, or will take any 
other action with respect thereto: 

Section 1. Declaration of Emergency. 

The Town of Brookline, acting by and through its town meeting, finds and declares that 
a serious public emergency exists in the ‘Town of Brookline with respect to the housing of a 
substantial number of the citizens of said town, which emergency has been created by housing 
demolition, an expanding student population, a substantial elderly population, deterioration of 
a substantial portion of the existing housing stock, insufficient new housing construction, 
increased costs of construction and finance, inflation and the effects of the Vietnam conflict, 
and which has resulted in a substantial and increasing shortage of rental housing accommo- 
dations and in abnormally high rents; that unless residential rents and eviction of tenants are 
regulated and controlled, such emergency and the further inflationary pressures resulting 
therefrom will produce serious threats to the public health, safety and general welfare of the 
citizens of Brookline, particularly families of low and moderate income and elderly on fixed 
incomes. 

Section 2. Definitions. 

As used herein the following words shall have the following meanings: 

(a) Person, “Person” includes an individual, corporation, partnership, association or 
any other organized group of persons, a legal successor or representative of the foregoing. 

(b) Landlord, “Landlord” includes an owner, lessor, sub-lessor, assignee, or other person 
receiving or entitled to receive rent for the use or occupancy of any housing accommodations, 
or an agent of any of the foregoing. 

(c) Tenant. ““lenant’’ includes a subtenant, lessee, sub-lessee, or other person entitled 
to the possession, use or occupancy of any housing accommodations. 

(d) Rent. “Rent” means the consideration, including any bonus, benefit, or gratuity, 
demanded or received for or in connection with the use or occupancy of housing accommo- 
dations or the transfer of a lease of such accommodations 
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(c) Services. “Services” includes tepairs, decorating and maintenance, the furnishing 
of light, heat, hot and cold water, clevator service, storage and laundry facilities or privileges, 
janitor service, removal of refuse and any other privilege or facility connected with the use 
or occupancy of housing accommodations. 

(f) Housing Accommodations. “Wousing accommodations” means any ‘building, struc- 
ture, or part thereof, or land appurtenant thereto, or any other property rented or offered for 
rent for living, or dwelling purposes, together with any services, furnishings and furniture 
connected with the use or occupancy of such property, in the town, except those housing 
accommodations exempted in Section 6. 

(g) Unfair and Unreasonable Rental Practice. An unfair and unreasonable rental prac- 
tice shall exist whenever a landlord demands, accepts, or receives any rent for the use or occu- 
pancy of any housing accommodations that is excessive under the circumstances hereinafter 
stated. The circumstances to be considered in deciding if a rent is excessive include, but are 
not limited to, the quality of the housing accommodations, the costs, including taxes, actually 
incurred by the landlord in maintaining and improving the housing accommodations, the 
yielding of a fair net operating income to the landlord, and the rents prevailing in the town 
for comparable housing accommodations in comparable locations. Fair net operating income 
shall be that income which will yicld a return, after all reasonable operating expenses, on the 
fair market value of the property equal to the debt service rate gencrally available from insti- 
tutional first mortgage lenders. For the purposes of this section, the assessed valuation of the 
property shall be presumed to be the fair market value of the property. Rent which yields less 
than a fair net operating income as defined herein shall not be deemed excessive hereunder. 

(h) Board. “Board” means the rent review and grievance board established pursuant 
to this article. 


Section 3. Creation, Powers and Duties of the Board. 


(a) The Selectmen shall appoint a Rent Review and Grievance Board consisting of 
seven members. Three of said members shall be representatives of the public interest, two 
members shall be representatives of landlords, and two members shall be representatives of 
tenants. The members shall elect one of the three representatives of the public interest to 
serve as chairman of the Board. The appointments shall be for such terms as the Selectmen 
shall determine. A member may be removed by the Selectmen when in their judgment the 
public interest so requires. Vacancies shall be filled by appointment of the Selectmen. Mem- 
bers of the Rent Review and Grievance Board shall receive no compensation for their services 
as such but shall be reimbursed by the town for necessary expenses in the performance of their 
duties. The Board may, within the limit of the amounts appropriated therefor, employ and fix 
the compensation of such assistants and clerical aid as it deems necessary with the approval of 
the Board of Selectmen, and it may remove them and may make such expenditures as may be 
necessary effectively to execute its purpose. ; 

(b) The Board shall have the power and duty to receive, investigate and pass upon 
complaints of unfair and unrcasonable rental practices as herein defined. It shall have the 
power to conduct hearings, issue orders as provided for herein and take any other action which 
it deems necessary or desirable to the administration and enforcement of this by-law or any 
order thereunder which it is not prohibited by law from taking. } 

(c) The Board may review any proposed rent increase submitted to it by a landlord 
which affects any housing accommodations, and may advise the landlord as to whether or not 
it considers such increase fair and reasonable. Such an advisory opinion by the Board shall not, 
however, preclude a tenant who feels himself aggrieved by the rent increase from filing a 
complaint with the Board pursuant to section 4. ; 

(d) The Board shall have the power to intervene in any suit or action wherein a party 
telies for grounds of relief or defense upon this by-law or any order made pursuant to it. 

(e) The Board shall have the power to make studies, conduct hearings, and issue find- 
ings and recommendations on matters relating to rent levels for housing accommodations in the 
Town. 

(£) The Board may, not more frequently than annually, require registration of any or 
all rental housing accommodations upon a form and schedules supplied by the Board. ‘The 
Board may by registration inquire into the rents, physical description, parking facilities, con- 
ditions, occupancy, ownership and terms of tenancy. Such registration shall be signed by the 
landlord under the penalties of perjury and filed with the Board within the time required by 
the Board. 

The Board may at any time require verification of information submitted, and may com- 
pel the attendance of persons and the production of papers and information in such verifi- 
cation. 

Registration statements received under this Section shall be for the use of the Board and 
not to be placed on file for the information of the public. However, such records can be 
inspected and copies furnished after written request approved by the Selectmen. 

Section 4. Proceedings in Case of an Alleged Unfair and Unreasonable Rental Practice. 


(a) Any tenant claiming to be aggrieved by an alleged unfair and unreasonable rental 
practice may make, sign, and file with the Board a complaint in writing which shall state the 
name and address of the landlord alleged to have committed such practice and which shall 
set forth the particulars thereof and shall contain such other information as may be required 
by the Board. The Board, whenever it has reason to believe that any landlord has been or is 
engaging in such a practice, may issue a complaint on its own motion. Any complaint filed 
pursuant to this section must be so filed within six months after the alleged unfair and 
unreasonable rental practice occurred. 

(b) After the filing of the complaint, the Board staff shall undertake promptly an investi- 
gation in connection therewith. The Board chairman may appoint a Board member to super- 
vise the investigation. The investigation may include discussions with the tenant, with the 
landlord, and with any other person having information or knowledge relevant to the cir- 
cumstances of the case. If the staff and/or the Board member so designated shall decide either 
that the allegations of the complaint are not credible or that there appears to be insufficient 
basis for concluding that the rental practice complained of is unfair and unreasonable or that 
the parties have conciliated their differences, a written report stating such conclusion and the 
reasons underlying it shall be presented to the full Board. ‘The Board shall then decide whether 
to affirm the conclusion of the report and dismiss the complaint or to reject the conclusion of 
the report and to schedule the case for hearing. If the staff and/or the Board member so 
designated shall decide that a hearing should be held, a written report stating such conclusion 
and the reasons underlying it shall be presented to the full Board which shall schedule the 
case for hearing. 

(c) When a case is scheduled for hearing before the full Board, the Board shall serve 
notice of the time and place of the hearing upon the tenant and the landlord at least seven 
days in advance of the hearing date and, in the case of the landlord, the notice shall include a 
copy of the complaint. ‘The landlord may file a written answer to the complaint at any time 
prior to the beginning of the hearing. Both tenant and landlord may present their own cases 
at the hearing or may be represented by counsel. The Board shall not be bound by the strict 
tules of evidence prevailing in courts of law or equity. The testimony taken at the hearing 
shall be under oath or affirmation. 

(d) If, upon all of the evidence at the hearing, the Board shall find that a landlord has 
engaged in an unfair and unreasonable rental practice, the Board shall state its findings and 
conclusions and shall issue and serve upon the landlord an order requiring him to cease and 
desist from such unfair and unreasonable rental practice and/or containing such other pro- 
visions as the Board may deem appropriate. The order may require that the landlord not 
demand, accept, or receive any rent for the use or occupancy of specified housing accommo- 
dations in excess of an amount which the Board shall determine to be fair and reasonable 
under the circumstances pursuant to the provisions of section 2 (g); and may specify what 
housing conditions shall he corrected or remedied, and what services shall be furnished to 
the tenant at the rental so determined. The Board’s order shall not require the landlord to 
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demand, accept, or receive rent for specified housing accommodations that is less than the rent 
demanded, accepted, or received for such housing accommodations on January 1, 1969. 

Such order may be issued to operate prospectively for a period not exceeding one year 
and shall be binding on all successor landlords of the housing accommodations affected who 
have notice thereof. The landlord shall provide his successor landlord of the housing accom- 
modations with written notice of the Board’s order at or prior to the time his interest in the 
housing accommodations is transferred. 

(e) If, upon all of the evidence at the hearing, the Board shall find that the landlord has 
not engaged in an unfair and unreasonable rental practice, the Board shall state its findings 
and conclusions and shall issue and cause to be served on the parties an order dismissing the 
complaint. 

(f) The provisions of chapter thirty A of the General Laws shall be applicable to the 
Board, as if said Board were an agency of the Commonwealth, including those provisions 
giving agencies the power to issue, vacate, modify and enforce subpoenas, as well as those 
provisions relating to judicial review of an agency order. 

(g) Any order issued by the Board may be modified, amended, or rescinded by the 
Board upon written request of cither party affected by the order, after due notice is served 
upon the other party and an opportunity for a hearing is provided; or upon motion of the 
Board after duc notice is served upon all parties and an opportunity for a hearing is provided. 

(h) Service of a notice or an order under this section is sufficient if made in hand to the 
person being served or if mailed, postage prepaid, by certified or registered mail, return receipt 
requested, to the tenant or landlord at his last known address. 

(i) The Board may on a form provided therefor inquire into the financing and income 
of rental housing accommodations as well as into the rents, operating expenses, physical 
description, parking facilities, conditions, occupancy, ownership and terms of tenancy. Such 
information return shall be signed by the landlord under the penalties of perjury and filed 
with the Board within the time required by the Board. 

The Board may at any time require verification of information submitted and may com- 
pel the attendance of persons and the production of papers and information in such veri- 
fication. 

Section 5, Evictions. 

(a) No person shall bring any action to recover possession of a housing accommodation 
unless: 

(1) the tenant has failed to pay the rent to which the landlord is entitled; 

(2) the tenant has violated an obligation or covenant of his tenancy other than the 
obligation to surrender possession upon proper notice and has failed to cure such viola- 
tion after having received written notice thereof from the landlord; 

(3) the tenant is committing or permitting to exist a nuisance in, or is causing 
substantial damage to, the housing accommodation, or is creating a substantial inter- 
ference with the comfort, safety, or enjoyment of the landlord or other occupants of 
the same or any adjacent accommodation; 

(4) the tenant is convicted of using or permitting a housing accommodation to be 
used for any illegal purpose; 

(5) the tenant, who had a written lease or rental agreement which terminated 
on or after the effective date of this by-law, has refused, after written request or demand 
by the landlord, to execute a written extension or renewal thereof for a further term of 
like duration and in such terms that are not inconsistent with or violative of any pro- 
visions of this by-law; 

(6) the tenant has refused the landlord reasonable access to the unit for the pur- 
pose of making necessary repairs or improvements required by the laws of the United 
States, the commonwealth, or any political subdivision thereof, or for the purpose of 
inspection as permitted or required by the lease or by-law, or for the purpose of showing 
the rental unit to any prospective purchaser or mortgagee; 

(7) the person holding at the end of a lease term is a subtenant not approved by 
the landlord; 

(8) the landlord sceks to recover possession in good faith for use and occupancy 
of himself, or his children, parents, brother, sister, father-in-law, mother-in-law, son-in- 
law, or daughter-in-law; 

(9) the landlord seeks to recover possession to demolish or otherwise remove the 
unit from housing use; and 

(10) the landlord seeks to recover possession for any other just cause, provided 
that his purpose is not in conflict with the provisions and purposes of this by-law. 

(b) A landlord secking to recover possession of a housing accommodation shall apply to 
the board for a certificate of eviction. Upon receipt of such an application, the board shall 
send a copy of the application to the tenant of the housing accommodation together with a 
notification of all rights and procedures available under this section. If the board finds that the 
facts attested to in the landlord’s petition are valid and in compliance with paragraph (a), 
the certificate of eviction shall be issued. 

(c) A landlord who secks to recover possession of a housing accommodation without 
obtaining such certificate of eviction shall be deemed to have violated this article, and the 
board may initiate a criminal prosecution for such violation. 

(d) Notwithstanding the provisions of this section the United States, the common 
wealth, or any agency or political subdivision thereof, may maintain an action or proceeding 
to recover possession of any rental unit operated by it if such action or proceeding is author- 
ized by the statute or regulation under which such units are administered. 

(e) The provisions of this section shall be construed as additional restrictions on the 
right to recover possession of a housing accommodation. No provision of this section shall 
entitle any person to recover possession of such a unit. 

(f) Any member of the Board shall have the power to issue a temporary order pro- 
hibiting an eviction pending a hearing of the Board. 

Section 6. Exempt Housing Accommodations. 

The provisions of this article shall not apply to hotels, tourist houses, non-housekeeping 
furnished accommodations, hospitals, convents, monasteries, asylums, public institutions of 
college or school dormitories, or to any mstitution operated exclusively for charitable or edu- 
cational purposes on a non-profit basis; or to housing accommodations owned and operated by 
the U.S. or the Commonwealth of Massachusetts or any instrumentality thereof, the Brook- 
line Housing Authority, the Brookline Redevelopment Authonty or the Town of Brookline; 
or to housing accommodations having the maximum rent for cach unit thereof controlled in 
order to comply with the conditions of Federal or State legislation or regulations thereunder; 
or to housing accommodations, the construction of which was completed on or after the 
effective date of this by-law. 

Section 7. Prohibitions and Penalty. 

(a) Regardless of any contract, lease or oil: ubligation heretofore or hereafter entered 
into, it shall be unlawful for any person: 

(1) To violate any provision of this by-law or any order or regulation of the Board 
issued thereunder, 

(2) To deprive or attempt to deprive, by coercion, fraud, duress or other illegal 
means, any person of the benefits of this by-law or of any order of the Board thereunder. 

(3) To remove or attempt to remove from any housing accommodations the 
tenant or occupant thereof or to refuse to renew the lease or the agreement for the use 
of such accommodations, because such tenant, or occupant has taken action authorized 
by this by-law or any order of the Board thereunder. 

(4) In the case of a landlord subject to an order of the Board, to fail to provide 
written notice to any successor landlord of the Board’s order. 
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__ (5) To evade any provision of this by-law or any order of the Board thereunder, 
either directly or indirectly, in connection with the renting or leasing or the transfer of a 
lease or the recovery of possession of housing accommodations by way of absolute or 
conditional sale, sale with purchase money or other form of mortgage or sale with option 
to purchase, or by modification of the practices relating to payment of commissions or 
other charges, or by modification of the services furnished with housing accommodations, 
or by tying agreement, or otherwise. 

: (6) To fail to file with the Board, at the time established by the Board, such 

information as the Board may require pursuant to this by-law. 

(b) Any person who commits an unlawful act described in paragraph (a) of this Section 
7, or any person who shall wilfully resist, prevent, impede or interfere with the Board or any 
of its members or representatives in the performance of duty under this article shall be 
punished for each offense by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars. Any person 
othe false information required to be furnished under the provisions of this by-law or 
any regulation or order of the Board thereunder shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
one thousand dollars as well as by the penalties of perjury. 

(c) Any agreement by a tenant to waive the benefit of any provision of this by-law or any 
order of the Board thereunder, shall be void. 

Section 8. Jurisdiction of Courts, 

(a) The Brookline Municipal Court shall have original jurisdiction concurrently with 
the Superior Court, of all petitions for review brought pursuant to section fourteen of Chapter 
thirty A of the General Laws. 

(b) The Superior Court shall have jurisdiction in equity to enforce the provisions of 
this by-law and may restrain by injunction violations thereof. 

Section 9. Judicial Review. 

Judicial review shall be in accordance with St. 1970 chapter 843. 
Section 10. Referral to Other Town Agencies. 

Nothing in this by-law shall be construed to prevent the Board from reporting the case 
to any one or more of the Assessing Department, the Building Department, the Director of 
Public Health (Housing Code Section), and the Administrative Assistant to the Executive 
Secretary — Legal Code Enforcement for such further action as any such department or said 
Director or Administrative Assistant may deem appropriate. 

Section 11. Repeal Procedure. 

The Selectmen shall insert in the warrant for the annual town meeting for 1973 and, 
unless repealed prior thereto, in the warrant for the annual town meeting in every second 
year thereafter, an article presenting the question whether this by-law shall be repealed as of 
the end of June of that year. 

Section 12. Invalidity in Part. 

If any provision of this article or the application thereof to any person or circumstance, 
shall, for any reason, be held invalid, the remainder of this article or the application of such 
provision to persons or circumstances other than those to which it is held invalid shall not be 


affected thereby.

(c) Wor the purpose of adjusting rents under the provisions of this section, the board 
may promulgate a schedule of standard rental increases or decreases for improvement or 
deterioration in specific services and facilities. 

(d) ‘Vhe board may refuse to grant a rent increase under this section, if it determines 
that the affected rental unit docs not comply with the state sanitary code and any applicable 
municipal codes, ordinances or by-laws, and if it determines that such lack of compliance is 
due to the failure of the landlord to provide normal and adequate repair and maintenance. 
The board may refuse to grant a rent decrease under this section, if it determines that a 
tenant is more than sixty days in arrears in payment of rent unless such arrearage is due to a 
withholding of rent under the provisions of section cight A of chapter two hundred and 
thirty-nine of the General Laws. 

(c) On its own initiative, the board may make a general adjustment, by percentage, of 
the rental levels for any class of controlled rental units within a municipality. Prior to making 
such adjustment, a public hearing shall be held before at least a majority of the board. Notice 
that an adjustment is under consideration, a description of the class of rental units which 
would be affected by the adjustment, and the time and place of said public hearing shall be 
published three times in at least one newspaper having a general circulation within the city 
or town.

‘The provisions of this article shall not apply to officers or em- 
ployees of the town, county, state or federal government, or any subdivision thereof, when on 
official business, or to religious, charitable, or political organizations. 

Section 5. Revocation. Any such registration may be revoked by the selectmen or the 
chief of police because of any violation by the registrant of this by-law or of any other by-law 
of the town, or of any state or federal law, or whenever the registrant shall cease to possess 
the qualifications and character required in this by-law for the original registration. 

Section 6. Penalty. Any person who commits an unlawful act described in Section 1 or 
violates any of the provisions of Section 3, or carries on the business proscribed in Section 1] 
after his registration is revoked shall be punished for each offense by a fine of not more than 
fifty dollars.

Section 4, Exceptions, The provisions of this article shall not apply to officers or em- 
ployees of the town, county, state or federal government, or any subdivision thereof, when on 
official business, or to a person soliciting solely for religious, charitable, or political purposes.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
OCTOBER 7, 1971 


Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen, served according to law upon the 
inhabitants of the Town of Brookline by a Constable of said Town, and written 
notices sent by the Town Clerk at least seven days before the day of the meeting to 
the Town Meeting Members qualified to act in Town Meetings in Brookline under 
the provisions of Chapter 43A of the General Laws, as amended, accepted by the 
Town of Brookline, March 10, 1942, the Town Meeting Members, so qualified, 
met at the High School Auditorium in said Town on Thursday, the seventh day of 
October, 1971 at half past seven in the evening. 


Lists of duly qualified Town Meeting Members were used at the entrances to 
the meeting place and were in charge of Edward Fahey, Edward M. Kelly, Joseph 
F. Egan and Joseph Sullivan, checkers, who were sworm to the faithful discharge 
of their duties by the Town Clerk. The list contained the names of two hundred 
seventy-four (274) ‘Town Meeting Members qualified to participate in and vote in 
Town Meetings in Brookline. No Town Meeting Member was allowed within the 
rails until his name had been checked on the list. 


At forty minutes past seven o’clock the checkers reported that one hundred 
forty-three (143) names of Town Meeting Members had been checked, or more 
than one half of all Town Meeting Members qualified, and the Town Clerk re- 
ported a quorum was present. 

The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Justin L. Wyner. 


The Moderator appointed the following members as tellers: John J. Doherty, 
Mary M. Joyce, Maurice Davis, J. Robert Morse, Charles W. Hubbard, III, and 
George Michelson. ‘They were sworn to the faithful performance of their duties 
by the Town Clerk. 


Mr. Wyner reported the death of Mrs. Anne L. Gowing, a Town Meeting 
Member and member of the Advisory Committee for many years. She died on 
October 6, 1971 and services to be held on Saturday, October 9, 1971. 


The following “In Memoriam” for Michael Stein, was read by Mrs. Jean B. 
Waldstein, Chairman of the Park and Recreation Commission, and was unani- 
mously adopted: 


IN MEMORIAM 
MICHAEL STEIN 
It is with profound sadness that we officially note the passing of Mr. Michael Stein. 
All of us in Brookline and many beyond our borders have lost a great and good friend. The 
Park and Recreation Commission and the Park and Recreation Departments feel this loss 
very intimately. We who have worked closely with Mike during his services as a Commissioner 
since 1966 and for the last few years as Vice-Chairman have come to depend on his wisdom 
and leadership and concern for all people. His work with the Brookline Association of Mental 
Health, his pioneering success with the Pride Workshops at the Metropolitan State Hospital 
and at the Housing for the Elderly here in Brookline, his other accomplishments too numer- 
ous to mention remain as a living tribute to him.

An Act Providing for the Transfer of Certain Powers and Duties of the Selectmen of 
the Town of Brookline Relating to Licenses, Investigations and Grants of Locations in the 
Public Ways to certain other Officers in said Town. 

Section 1. In the Town of Brookline each of the town officers hereinafter named shall 
possess and shall exercise the powers and duties of the selectmen or the licensing authority 
provided for in the chapter and section of the General Laws set forth after his or their title, 
as now or hereafter amended, notwithstanding any provision of law to the contrary: 

A. Chief of Police 

(1) Chapter 100, section 2 (licenses to auctioneers ) 

(2) Chapter 101, section 5 (transient vendor local license) 

(3) Chapter 140, section 59 (licenses for sale of secondhand motor vehicles or 
parts ) 

(4) Chapter 140, section 177 (licenses to persons keeping billiard, pool or sippio 
tables or bowling alleys for hire) 

(5) Chapter 140, section 204 (consent to removal of licensed premises ) 

(6) Chapter 180, section 5 (pertaining to corporations for charitable purposes 
including the making of investigations and reports referred to therein). 

B. Commissioner of Public Works — Chapter 166, section 22 (pertaining to locations 
for wires, poles, piers, abutments or conduits in public ways) . 

C. Chief of the Fire Department — Chapter 148, section 13, excepting however (1) 
the granting of an initial license relating to a certain parcel of land and (2) the 
power to revoke or suspend a license. (Said section 13 pertains to licenses for the 
keeping, storage, manufacture or sale of explosives, infammables or other articles 
referred to therein). 

Section 2. In exercising such powers and duties, such town officials or licensing 
authority, as the case may be, shall comply with such rules, regulations and procedures as from 
time to time may be prescribed by the Selectmen. 

Section 3. The Town of Brookline by by !z:v may provide for the licensing by its Chief 
of Police of suitable persons to be collectors of, dealers in or keepers of shops for the purchase, 
sale or barter of junk, old metals or secondhand articles and for the revocation of such licenses 
by the Chief of Police, notwithstanding any provision of law to the contrary. 

Section 4. No existing license or permit granted by the Selectmen shal] be affected 
by this act except that such license or permit shall be subject to revocation or suspension 
pursuant to the provisions hereof. 

Section 5. The Town, by a majority vote at a town meeting duly called for the purpose, 
may repeal Section | or any subparagraph thereof, provided, however, that a copy of such 
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ep certified by the Town Clerk shall be filed within thirty days thereafter with the Secretary 
of State. 

_ Section 6. Section 3 of this act shall take effect upon its passage, All other sections of 
this act shall take effect upon the thirticth day after its passage.,

Section 1. In the Town of Brookline each of the town officers hereinafter named shall 
possess and shall cxercise the powers and duties of the selectmen or the licensing authority 
provided for in the chapter and section of the General Laws set forth after his or their title, 
as now or hereafter amended, notwithstanding any provision of law to the contrary: 

A. Chief of Police

Section 6. Section 3 of this act shall take effect upon its passage. All other sections of 
this act shall take effect upon the thirtieth day after its passage. 


Seconp ArticLe. ‘10 see if the ‘Town will petition and/or approve a petition 


to the General Court for a special act relating to the Town of Brookline in sub- 
stantially the following form: 


An Act Establishing a Public Safety Commission in the Town of Brookline Exercising the 
Powers of the Fire Commissioner and of the Selectmen as Heads of the Police Department. 

Section 1. Notwithstanding the provisions of any general law, special law or by-law, 
there shall be in the ‘own of Brookline a public safety commission, hereinafter called the 
Commission, consisting of three members to be appointed by the selectmen. 

The selectmen shall initially appoint one member for the term of one year, one member 
for the term of two years and one member for a term of three years, respectively, from the 
first Monday of May next following such appointment and until the qualification of their 
Tespective successors. ‘hereafter as the term of office of any member expires, the selectmen 
shall annually, before the first Monday of May and after the annual town election, appoint a 
successor for a term of three years from the first Monday of May. A vacancy in the Commis- 
sion shall be filled by the selectmen, as from time to time the same may occur, for the remain- 
der of the unexpired term. ‘lhe members of the Commission shall serve without compensa- 
tion for their services but shall be reimbursed for all reasonable expenses incurred by them in 
carrying out their duties under this Act. A member of the Commission, after hearing and on 
a finding by the selectmen that the public interest so requires, shall be removed by them. 
Such hearing may, on written request of such member made prior to the commencement there- 
of to the selectmen, be public. 

Section 2. ‘The Commission shall establish the following departments under its direc- 
tion and control: 

A police department under the supervision of a chief of police; a fire department under 
the supervision of a chief of the fire department. ‘The Commission may, subject to the approval 
of the selectmen, appoint and fix the compensation of the chief of police and the chief of the 
fire department. The Commission may appoint such other employees as the exercise and 
performance of its powers, rights and duties may require, subject to available appropriations. 

The chief of the fire department and the chief of police (other than the person who as 
of September 13, 1971 holds the position of chief of police) shall not be subject to the civil 
service laws and rules and shall, after hearing and on a finding by the Commission that the 
public interest so requires, be removed by the Commission. 

Section 3. Upon the initial appointment and qualification of the members of the 
Commission, (a) the office of fire commissioner shall be abolished, the term of office of said 
commissioner shall terminate and all the powers, duties and trusts theretofore conferred or 
imposed by general law, special law or by-law on the fire commissioner shall be transferred to, 
and exercised by, the Commission, and (b), all the powers, duties, and trusts theretofore 
conferred or imposed by law on the Board of Selectmen with respect to the direction, opera- 
tion and control of the police department shall be transferred to, and exercised by, the Com- 
mission, The chief of police shall be in immediate contro] of all town property used solely by 
the police department, and of the police officers, who shall obey his orders. 

Section 4. All persons employed by or under the supervision of the fire commissioner 
and all police officers and other persons employed in the police department shall, upon the 
initial appointment and qualification of the members of the Commission, be transferred to 
and become employees of the Commission, without loss of pay and without any change in 
their rating, seniority, retirement or pension rights, or any other privileges under any provision 
of law or by-law. 

Section 5. No contracts or liabilities existing at the time of the initial appointment 
and qualification of the members of the Commission shall be affected thereby, but said Com- 
mission shall be in all respects and for all purposes whatsoever the lawful successor to the fire

commissioner and to the powers and duties of the selectmen in relation to the direction and 
control of the police department. 

Section 6, Upon the initial appointment and qualification of the members of the 
Commission, Chapter 135 of the Acts of 1899 is repealed and the acceptance by the town of 
General Laws, Chapter 41, section 97 is revoked. 

Section 7. All existing rules, regulations and orders issued by the fire commissioner 
relating to the control or administration of the fire department, or otherwise, and all existing 
tules, regulations and orders issued by the Board of Selectmen relating to the government of 
the police department and the officers thereof, shall remain in full force and effect until 
superseded by rules, regulations or orders adopted by the Commission under this act, and 
the adoption thereof by the Commission shall not affect any act done, any right accrued, any 
penalty incurred or any suit, prosecution or proceeding pending at the time of such adoption. 

Section 8, This act shall take effect upon its acceptance, during the current year or the 
year subsequent thereto, by a vote of the selectmen of said town., 


or will take any other action with respect thereto. 
On motion of Herbert Abrams, duly seconded, it was: 
Voted: To commit this Article to the Board of Selectmen for further study. 


The Moderator scheduled the School Articles, Articles 9, 10, 11, 12 and 15 
to be the first order of business on Wednesday, October 13, 197]. 


Tuirp ArticLe. To see if the Town will amend Article XV-A of the Town 
By-laws by adding the following section or will take any other action with respect 
thereto: 

Section 2, Whenever an architect is to be selected to design a town building or the 
alteration or remodelling thereof, the following procedure shall be adopted: the Selectmen 
shall cause a committee of seven (7) members to be constituted (the “Committee” ) of whom 
three (3) shall be designated by and be members of the Building Commission, three (3) 
designated by and be members of the committee, commission, or board of the authority or 
agency for whose use such building or the alteration or remodelling thereof is to be designed, 
and one to be appointed by the Selectmen who shall be chairman. The Committee promptly 
thereafter shall meet and promulgate rules and procedures for its selection of such architect. 
Thereafter, the Committee shall promptly proceed with its interviews and deliberations. 
Once made, the Committee shall report its selection to the Selectmen and the Building 
Commission. On selection of the architect, the Selectmen shall discharge the Committee. 
Thereupon the Building Commission shall negotiate the contract with the selected architect. 
Such contract shall be made by the Building Commission only with the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen, 


Article was withdrawn on the unanimous consent of the Town Meeting. 


FourtH Articie. To see if the Town will amend Article 1-B (Classification 
and Pay Plans) of the Town By-laws so that section 3 thereof shall read as follows, 
or will take any other action with respect thereto: 


Section 3. Amendment of the Plans. 

Requests for amendments of the Classification and Pay Plans and the administration 
thereof shall be made to the Personnel Board by signed petition on or before November 1. 
Such petition may at any time be amended or withdrawn by a majority of the petitioners. 
When such a petition is received the Personnel Board shall meet and confer with the peti- 
tioners on such proposed amendment, of which meeting the petitioners and the heads of the 
departments affected shall be given three days’ written notice. ‘The Personnel Board may also 
from time to time on its motion hold a meeting to consider any proposed amendment in which 
connection three days’ written notice shall also be given to interested parties. The meetings 
shall be conducted in such a manner as to provide opportunity for full discussions of issues 
and a detailed exchange of views with employee spokesmen whom the Personnel Board finds 
to be properly representative of the groups for whom they purport to speak. 

The Personnel Board shall file with the Selectmen a report of its recommendations on 
all proposed amendments to the Classification and Pay Plans, except those submitted through 
the collective bargaining process, not later than fifteen days prior to the closing date of the 
warrant for the Annual Town Meeting.

Nintu Articie. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate, or appropriate

EIGHTEENTH ARTICLE. Unfair and Unreasonable Rental Practices in Housing 


Accommodations. 


Section 1, Declaration of Emergency. (All New Section) 

The Town of Brookline, acting by and through its town meeting, finds and declares that 
a serious public emergency exists in the Town of Brookline with respect to the housing of a 
substantial number of the citizens of said town, which emergency has been created by housing 
demolition, an expanding student population, a substantial elderly population, deterioration 
of a substantial portion of the existing housing stock, insufficient new housing construction, 
increased costs of construction and finance, inflation and the effects of the Vietnam conflict, 
and which has resulted in a substantial and increasing shortage of rental housing accommoda. 
tions and in abnormally high rents; that unless residential rents and eviction of tenants are 
regulated and controlled, such emergency and the further inflationary pressures resulting there- 
from will produce serious threats to the public health, safety and general welfare of the 
citizens of Brookline, particularly families of low and moderate income and elderly on fixed 
incomes. 

Section 2. Definitions. 

(a) Person. “Person” includes an individual, corporation, partnership, association or 
any other organized group of persons, a legal successor or representative of the foregoing. 

(b) Landlord. “Landlord” includes an owner, lessor, sub-lessor, assignee, or other person 
receiving or entitled to receive rent for the use or occupancy of any housing accommodations, 
or an agent of any of the foregoing. 

(c) Tenant. ““Tenant” includes a subtenant, lessee, sub-lessee, or other person entitled 
to the possession, use or occupancy of any housing accommodations. 

(d) Rent. “Rent’’ means the consideration, including any bonus, benefit, or gratuity, 
demanded or received for or in connection with the use or occupancy of housing accommoda- 
tions or the transfer of a lease of such accommodations. 

(e) Services. “Services” includes repairs, decorating and maintenance, the furnishing of 
light, heat, hot and cold water, elevator service, storage and laundry facilities or privileges, 
janitor service, removal of refuse and any other privilege or facility connected with the use 
or occupancy of housing accommodations. 

(£) Housing Accommodations. “Housing accommodations”’ means any building, struc- 
ture, or part thereof, or land appurtenant thereto, or any other property rented or offered for 
rent for living or dwelling purposes, together with any services, furnishings and furniture 
connected with the use or occupancy of such property. 

g) Unfair and Unreasonable Rental Practice. An unfair and unreasonable rental prac- 
tice shall exist whenever a landlord demands, accepts, or receives any rent for the use or 
occupancy of any housing accommodations within the town that is excessive under the cir- 
cumstances. The circumstances to be considered in deciding if a rent is excessive include, but 
are not limited to, the quality of the housing accommodations, the costs, including taxes, 
actually incurred by the landlord in maintaining and improving the housing accommodations, 
the yielding of a fair net operating income to the landlord, and the rents prevailing in the 
town for comparable housing accommodations in comparable locations. Fair net operating 
income shall be that income which will yield a return, after all reasonable operating expenses, 
on the fair market value of the property equal to the debt service rate generally available from 
institutional first mortgage lenders or such other rate of return as the board, on the basis of 
evidence presented before it, deems more appropriate to the circumstances of the case. The fair 
market value of the property shall be the assessed valuation of the property or such other valu- 
ation as the board, on the basis of evidence presented before it, deems more appropriate to the 
circumstances of the case. 

An unfair and unreasonable rental practice shall also exist whenever a landlord attempts 
to evict a tenant without one of the following as grounds therefor: 

(1) the tenant has failed to pay the rent to which the landlord is entitled; 


(2) the tenant has violated an obligation or covenant of his tenancy other than the 
obligation to surrender possession upon proper notice and has failed to cure such viola- 
tion after having received written notice thereof from the landlord; 

(3) the tenant is committing or permitting to exist a nuisance in, or is causing 
substantial damage to, the controlled rental unit, or is creating a substantial interference 
with the comfort, safety, or enjoyment of the landlord or other occupants of the same or 
any adjacent accomodation; 

(4) the tenant is convicted of using or permitting a controlled rental unit to be 
used for any illegal purpose; 

(5) the tenant, who had a written lease or rental agreement which terminated on 
or after this act has taken effect in a city or town, has refused, after written request or 
demand by the landlord, to execute a written extension or renewal thereof for a further 
term of like duration and in such terms that are non inconsistent with or violative of 
any provisions of this act; ; 

(6) the tenant has refused the landlord reasonable access to the unit for the pur- 
pose of making necessary repairs or improvements required by the laws of the United 
States, the commonwealth, or any political subdivision thereof, or for the purpose of 
inspection as permitted or required by the lease or by law, or for the purpose of showing 
the rental unit to any prospective purchaser or mortgagee;

(7) the person holding at the end of a lease term is a subtenant not approved by 
the landlord; ; 


163) the landlord seeks to recover possession in good faith for use and occupancy of 
himself, or his children, parents, brother, sister, father-in-law, mother-in-law, son-in-law, 
or daughter-in-law; 

_ (9) the landlord seeks to recover possession to demolish or otherwise remove the 
unit from housing use; and 

_ (10) the landlord seeks to recover possession for any other just cause, provided that 
his purpose is not in conflict with the provisions and purposes of this act. 

(h) Board. “Board” means the rent review and grievance board established pursuant to 
this article. 
Section 3. Creation, Powers and Duties of the Board 


(a) There is hereby created a Rent Review and Grievance Board of five members to be 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen. Three of said members shall be representatives of the 
public interest, one member shall be representative of landlords, and one member shall be 
representative of tenants. ‘I'he members shall elect one of the three representatives of the pub- 
lic interest to serve as chairman of the Board. The appointments shall be for such terms as the 
Selectmen shall determine. A member may be removed by the Selectmen when in their 
judgment the public interest so requires. Vacancies shall be filled by appointment of the 
Selectmen. Members of the Rent Review and Grievance Board shall receive no compensation 
for their services as such but shall be reimbursed by the town for necessary expenses in the 
performance of their duties. The Board may, within the limit of the amounts appropriated 
therefor, employ and fix the compensation of such assistants and clerical aid as it deems 
necessary with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, and it may remove them and may 
make such expenditures as may be necessary effectively to execute its purpose. i 

(b) The Board shall have the power and duty to receive, investigate and pass upon 
complaints of unfair and unreasonable rental practices as herein defined. It shall have the 
power to conduct hearings, issue orders as provided for herein and take any other action 
which it deems necessary or desirable to the administration and enforcement of this by-law 
or any order thereunder which it is not prohibited by law from taking. 

(c) The Board may review any proposed rent increase submitted to it by a landlord 
which affects any housing accommodations in the town, and may advise the landlord as to 
whether or not it considers such increase fair and reasonable. Such an advisory opinion by 
the Board shall not, however, preclude a tenant who feels himself aggrieved by the rent 
increase from filing a complaint with the Board pursuant to section 4. i 

(d) The Board shall have the power to intervene in any suit or action wherein a party 
relies for grounds of relief or defense upon this by-law or any order made pursuant to it. 

(e) The Board shall have the power to make studies, conduct hearings, and issue find- 
ings and recommendations on matters relating to rent levels for housing accommodations in 
the Town. 

(£) the Board may annually require registration of all rental housing accommodations 
in the Town upon a form and schedules supplied by the Board. The board may by registra- 
tion inquire into the financing and income of rental housing accommodations as well as into 
the rents, operating expenses, physical description, parking facilities, conditions, occupancy, 
ownership and terms of tenancy. Such registration shall be submitted by the landlord and 
verified by the tenant of the unit under the penalties of perjury. 

False information by either landlord or tenant or both shall be punishable by a fine not 
exceeding $1,000, as well as by the penalties for perjury. 

The Board may at any time require verification of information submitted, and may 
compel the attendance of persons and the production of papers and information in such 
verification. 

Registration statements received under this Section shall be for the use of the board and 
not to be placed on file for the information of the public. However, such records can be 
inspected and copies furnished after written request approved by the Selectmen. 

Section 4. Proceedings in Case of an Alleged Unfair and Unreasonable Rental Practice. 


(a) Any tenant claiming to be aggrieved by an alleged unfair and unreasonable rental 
practice may make, sign, and file with the Board a complaint in writing which shall state the 
name and address of the landlord alleged to have committed such practice and which shall 
set forth the particulars thereof and shall contain such other information as may be required 
by the Board. The Board, whenever it has reason to believe that any landlord has been or is 
engaging in such a practice, may issue a complaint on its own motion. Any complaint filed 
pursuant to this section must be so filed within six months after the alleged unfair and 
unreasonable rental practice occurred. 

(b) After the filing of the complaint, the Board staff shall undertake promptly an 
investigation in connection therewith. The Board chairman may appoint a Board member 
to supervise the investigation. ‘The investigation may include discussions with the tenant, 
with the landlord, and with any other person, having information or knowledge relevant to 
the circumstances of the case. If the staff and/or the Board member so designated shall decide 
either that the allegations of the complaint are not credible or that there appears to be insufh- 
cient basis for concluding that the rental practice complained of is unfair and unreasonable or 
that the parties have conciliated their differences, a written report stating such conclusion 
and the reasons underlying it shall be presented to the full Board. The Board shall then decide 
whether to affirm the conclusion of the report and dismiss the complaint or to reject the 
conclusion of the report and to schedule the case for hearing. If the staff and/or the Board 
member so designated shall decide that a hearing should be held, a written report stating 
such conclusion and the reasons underlying it shall be presented to the full Board which shall 
schedule the case for hearing. 

(c) When a case is scheduled for hearing before the full Board, the Board shall serve 
notice of the time and place of the hearing upon the tenant and the landlord at least seven 
days in advance of the hearing date and, in the case of the landlord, the notice shall include 
a copy of the complaint. The landlord may file a written answer to the complaint at any time 
prior to the beginning of the hearing. Both tenant and landlord may present their own cases 
at the hearing or may be represented by counsel. The Board shall not be bound by the strict 
tules of evidence prevailing in courts of law or equity. ‘lhe testimony taken at the hearing 
shall be under oath or affirmation, 

(d) If, upon all of the evidence at the hearing, the Board shall find that a landlord has 
engaged in an unfair and unreasonable rental practice, the Board shall state its findings and 
conclusions and shall issue and serve upon the landlord an order requiring him to cease and 
desist from such unfair and unreasonable rental practice and/or containing such other pro- 
visions as the Board may deem appropriate. The order may require that the landlord not 
demand, accept, or receive any rent for the use or occupancy of specified housing accommo- 
dations in excess of an amount which the Board shall determine to be fair and reasonable 
under the circumstances; and may specify what housing conditions shall be corrected or 


temedied, and what services shall be furnished to the tenant at the rental so determined, 


when an eviction may take place and may set terms for continued occupancy by a tenant not 
otherwise inconsistent with the provisions of this by-law. ‘he Board’s order shall not require 
the landlord to demand, accept, or receive rent for specifed housing accommodations that is 
less than the rent demanded, accepted, or received for such housing accommodations on 
January 1, 1969. 

Such order may be issued to operate prospectively for a period not cxceeding one year 
and shall be binding on all successor landlords of the housing accommodations affected who 
have notice thereof. The landlord shall provide his successor landlord of the housing accom- 
modations with written notice of the Board’s order at or prior to the time his interest in the 
housing accommodations is transferred, 

(e) If, upon all of the evidence at the hearing, the Board shall find that the landlord 
has not engaged in an unfair and unreasonable rental practice, the Board shall state its find- 
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ings and conclusions and shall issue and cause to be served on the parties an order dismissing 
the complaint. 

(f) The Board shall regulate its proceedings and actions taken pursuant to the pro- 
visions of APA. 

(g) Any order issued by the Board may be modified, amended, or rescinded by the 
Board upon written request of cither party affected by the order, after due notice is served 
upon the other party and an opportunity for a hearing is provided; or upon motion of the 
Board after due notice is served upon all parties and an opportunity for a hearing is provided. 

(h) Service of a notice or an order under this section is sufficient if made in hand to 
the person being served or if mailed, postage prepaid, by certified or registered mail, return 
receipt requested, to the tenant or landlord at his last known address. 

(i) The Board may on a form provide therefore inquire into the financing and income of 
rental housing accommodations as well as into the rents, operating expenses, physical descrip- 
tion, parking facilities, conditions, occupancy, ownership and terms of tenancy. Such registra- 
tion shall be submitted by the landlord and verified by the tenant of the unit under the 
penalties of perjury. 

False information by either landlord or tenant or both shall be punishable by a fine not 
exceeding $1,000, as well as by the penalties for perjury. 

The Board may at any time require verification of information submitted and may 
compel the attendance of persons and the production of papers and information in such 
verification. 

(j) Any member of the board shall have the power to issue a temporary order pro- 
hibiting an eviction pending a hearing of the board. 

Section 5. Exempt Housing Accommodations. 

The provisions of this article shall not apply to hotels, tourist houses, non-housekeeping 
furnished accommodations, hospitals, convents, monasteries, asylums, public institutions or 
college or school dormitories, or to any institution operated exclusively for charitable or edu- 
cational purposes on a non-profit basis; or to housing accommodations owned and operated by 
the US. or the Comm. of Mass. or any instrumentality thereof, the Brookline Housing 
Authority, the Brookline Redevelopment Authority or the Town of Brookline; or to housing 
accommodations having the maximum rent for each unit thereof controlled in order to 
comply with the conditions of Federal or State legislation or regulations thereunder; or to 
luxury accommodations; or to housing accommodations, the construction of which was com- 
pleted on or after the effective date of this by-law. 

Section 6. Prohibitions and Penalty. 

(a) Regardless of any contract, lease or other obligation heretofore or hereafter entered 
into, it shall be unlawful for any person: 

(1) To violate any provision of an order of the Board issued pursuant to Section 4. 

(2) To deprive or attempt to deprive, by coercion, fraud, duress or other illegal 
means, any person of the benefits of this by-law or of any order of the Board thereunder. 

(3) To remove or attempt to remove from any housing accommodations the tenant 
or occupant thereof or to refuse to renew the lease or the agreement for the use of such 
accommodations, because such tenant, or occupant has taken, or proposes to take, action 
authorized by this by-law or any order of the Board thereunder. 

(4) In the case of a landlord subject to an order of the Board, to fail to provide 
written notice to any successor landlord of the Board’s order. 

(5) To evade any provision of this by-law or any order of the Board thereunder, 

either directly or indirectly, in connection with the renting or leasing or the transfer of a 

lease or the recovery of possession of housing accommodations by way of absolute or 

conditional sale, sale with purchase money or other form of mortgage or sale with option 
to purchase, or by modification of the practices relating to payment of commissions or 
other charges, or by modification of the services furnished with housing accommodations, 
or by tying agreement, or otherwise. 

(6) To fail to file with the Board, at the time established by the Board, such 

information as the Board may require pursuant to Section 3 (f). 

(b) Any person who commits an unlawful act described in paragraph (a) of this Section 
6, or any person who shall wilfully resist, prevent, impede or interfere with the Board or any 
of its members or representatives in the performance of duty under this article shall be 
punished for each offense by a fine of not more than one-thousand dollars. 

(c) The Board may pursue whatever equitable remedies are available to it to require a 
landlord to comply with an order of the Board to which he is subject and to require a landlord 
to file with the Board such information as the Board may require pursuant to Section 3 (f), 
and may take any such action in the name of the town. 

(d) Any agreement by a tenant to waive the benefit of any provision of this by-law or 
any order of the Board thereunder, shall be void. 

Section 7, Judicial Review. 

Judicial review shall be in accordance with St. 1970 c. 
Section 8. Referral to Other Town Agencies. 

Nothing in this by-law shall be construed to prevent the Board from reporting the case 
to any one or more of the Assessing Department, the Building Department, the Director of 
Public Health (Housing Code Section), and the Administrative Assistant to the Executive 
Secretary — Legal Code Enforcement for such further action as any such department or said 
Director or Administrative Assistant may deem appropiate. 

Section 9. Repeal Procedure. 

The Selectmen shall insert in the warrant for the annual town meeting for 1973 and, 
unless repealed prior thereto, in the warrant for the annual town meeting in every second year 
thereafter, an article presenting the question whether this by-law shall be repealed as of the 
end of June of that year. 

Section 10. Invalidity in Part. 

If any provision of this article or the application thereof to any person or circumstance, 
shall, for any reason, be held invalid, the remainder of this article or the application of such 
provision to persons or circumstances other than those to which it is held invalid shall not 
be affected thereby.
